I HAVZ the honour to inform you of an account which i nave just 
received of the events leading up to the declaration of the inde- » 
pendence of Slovakia.  Hitherto, to ne in Pra5ue at any rate, these 
events have been shrouded in obscurity.  /Le following report, which 
has been given to me by a reliable friend with excellent sources of 
information, shows how involuntary was tne declaration of independ- 
ence, and throws a further lurid light on the gangster methods em- 
ployed by the Reich to obtain 1ts ends in Czecho-olovakia. 


2. On ik. Sidor's return to bratislava, after he had been en- 
rusted vith the Government in place of lgr. Tiso, Hurr busorckel, 
.Herr e&yss-Il.quart and five Gerran generals came at about lO p.m. 
on the evening of Saturday, the llth &arch, into a Cabinet meeting 
in progress at Bratislava, and tolà the Slovak Government that they 
.Should proclaim the independence of olovakia. When M. 2idor showed 
hesitation, Herr Buerckel took him on one side and explained that 
Herr Hitler had decided to settle the question of Czecho-3lovakia 
definitely. Slovakia ought, therefore, to proclaim her independ- 
enee because Herr Hitler would othervise disinterest himself in her 
fate. i., Sidor thanked Herr Buerckel for this information, but said 
that he must discuss the situation with the Government at Prague. 


ó. Early on the following Sunday morning hgr. Tiso requested 
that a meeting of the Cabinet should be held at 8 a.m. HM. Sidor 
&reed, but said that the meeting must not take place in the building 
9 used because that was guarded by the German Ordner and 
as also too close to the bridge across the Danube. The Cabinet 
accordingly met in his private apartment, when i. 2oidor proposed 
that the Government should move to Trnava, since Bratislava was too 
nuch under German control. The chief of police, hi, Klinovski (who 
has since been appointed 3lovak iinister at Warsaw), thereupon re- 
ported that he could not accept responsibility for this movo, as the 
z0ad to Trnava was guarded by the German Ordner. At the same time 
news was received that an attempt against M. Sidor was in prepara- 
tion, SO the Cabinet went to holà their meeting in the offices of 
the newspapor Slovak.

liso explained that he proposed to leave by train early londay morn- 
ung and did not, therefore, expect to be back before Tuesday evening. 
Chis would have given time for Prague and Warsaw to be consulted, but 
O0 Soon aS iigr. liso arrived in Vienna that day in preparation for an 
jarly departure the following morning, he was escorted into an aero- 
lane and infornued that he was to proceed in it to Berlin at once,

I hsve the honor to report that, in accordance with my tele- 
gram No. 1557 of November 4, 2 P.kN., to the Department and the 
Department's telegram No. 563 of November 4, S P.ikh., to me, I 
left Paris, to visit Ambassador Biddle, on Saturday evening, 
November 15th &t 6;15 P.ik., arriving in Vlarsew at 4:32 P.i., on 
November l4th. 1 left Warsaw at 10:20 P.h., November 17th, arriv- 
ing in Berlin st 8;00 A.h., November 18th. Il departed from 
Berlin on November 19th at 9:350 P.:u., arriving in Paris at 9:55 
A«.Àà., on Saturday, November 20th. 


In the course of this trip I1 telked with & number of states- 
men and diplomats, sand it has occurred to me that the Dopartment 
of State might bo intorcsted in heving more then a formal report 
of the dates of my journey.

MEMOKANDUM OF À CONVERSATION BETWEEN AMBASSADOR 
BULLITT AND DOCTOR HJALMAR SCHACHT. 


I had & conversation with Doctor Hjelmer Schacht which 
was not altogother without intcrest.  Sohecht bogan by sasying . 
thot ho rogrottod grostly that nothing had como of his two visits 
to Paris in tho course of which he hod attempted to establish tho 
basis for & Frenco-Gcrman rapprochomont. Ho seid thet ho had 
found Blum extromcly ressonseblc with rogsord to tho colonial quos- 
tion. Ho thon went on to spoak of tho absoluto necessity for 
doing s»mcothing to producc peoscc in Europo boforo tho outbrcak 
of war towsrd which tho Continont was drifting. Ho profacod his 
romerks by saying tnat ho himsclf today was 'complctoly without 
influcnec on thet man," mcening Hitlor. Ho soemcd to rogsrd him- 
Solf £s politicolly deed end to hovo small respcot for "that 
mon." Ho seid thet tho one way ho could soo to poacc was through 
dircct nogotiotions betwoon Frenco ond Gormany. He did not bo- 
lieve that tho convcrsstions vhich Halifex wos about to havc with 
Hitlcr would loed to any considersoblo rosults. Hitler was fur- 
ious with tho British boosuso he hod modo his ono grcat gosturo 
of political gonerosity towerd thc British end thc British had 
not responded by eny similar gosturc. Ho hed offorod to limit 
tho Gcrman floot ond tho British hod quictly pockctcd this con- 
cession end had thon mado nono of tho corrosponding gesturcs 
towserd Germony thet Eitlor had snticipatod. 


Schacht said that in his opinion tho bost wey to bogin 
to dcal with Hitlcr wrs not through political discussions but 
through cconomic discussions.  Eitlcr was not in tho losst intor- 
estcd in oconomic mattors. Ho rogsrdod monoy aos "filtn." It 
wes, thoroeforo, possiblo to cntor into nogotin^tions with him in 
theo coonomiec domein without srousing his cmotional ontipsthios 
and begun to lced him into serrsngomonts in tho political and 
military ficlds in which hc was intonscly intorested. 


Hitlor was dotermined to hovc Austrie ovontucelly &ttachod 
to Gocrmany and to obtein cet logst autonomy for tho Germans of 
Bohemia.  &t tho prosont momont, ho wes not vitslly concornod 
about tho Polish corridor send in his (Schsocht's) opinion, it 
might bc possiblo to meintsein tho Corridor providod Denzig were 
permittod to join Esst Prussia ond providod somo sort of & bridgo 
could bo built scross tho Corridor uniting Donzig send East 
Prussia with Germany.

AND GENLSRAL HERMANN GOERING

1 said to Genorel Gocring as soon as I mct him that I 
Should be cxtremcly glod to hevo his idess on tho prospoots of 
peceo and war in Europc send thot I wishod ho would bogin by tclil- 
ing mo whot ho thought of Gorneny'!s rolaotions with Franco. 


Gooring said thet thore wes no diroct conflict whatsoovor 
today betwoon Germany and Frcnoc.  Gorneny hed givcn up entirely 
and forcvor the idce of rogseining Alseco-Lorraino. Germsny had 
losrnod through long exporioneco thrt tho poople of Alsaco and 
Lorrsinco would inovitebly bu sgsinst whichovcr of thc two coun- 
trics hepponod to havo the sovorocignty ovor Alsaco-Lorreino ot 
thc monmont cond would beo pornmanontly & souroo of discord within 
tho country to which thoy woro atts5chod.  Gormeny did not dosiro 
to hevo ony half-loyel citizons end, thcrcforc, hceà not tho 
slightost dosiro for & rcoturn of Llsscc-Lorrnino to tho Gormon 
Rcich. 


In addition, tho coonomic systoms of Franoc ond Gcornany 
worc conmplotoly conplomontary. It should bu possiblo to dovclop 
to & much groator oxtount tho oxohongo of all sorts of products 
botwoon Froncc end Gormeny: 


Furthormorc, th. Fronch hod contributed so mnuch to tho 
culturo of Germnoeny ond tho Gornmoens hod contributod so much to tho 
culturc of Franco thot os two civilizod pcooplos who livod sido by 
side thoy had & doucp undcrlying ostoon for oach othor.  Furthor- 
moro, tho Froneh ond tho Gornons rospootod occh othor 5s bravo 
soldiors ond courosgoous pooploes who woro rondy to dio for thcir 
rospoctivo countrics. In eddition, tho Frcnch Govornmont had 
indiestcd that it was proparod insofar as it woes concernod, to 
roturn the Gcrmon colonics which hod boon transforrod to Frenco 
by tho Troety of Vorssillos.  Thnorco was, unfortunetoly, the pro- 
viso thost Froneo would only toke this sction if Grost Britaln 
Wworo properod to noko 8 similcr coneecssion. 


lhoro w&s, thoroforo, no onusc of disccrd whetsocvor in 
tho dircct rcistions bctwoon Frenoc end Gormony to prevont the 
closost sort of fricndship bctwcon tho two countrios. So fer as 
Germeny wes concorncd, hc could ssy with authority that Gormany 
todzy vas proparod to conolude &t once sn offonsivo ond dofonsivo 
&llionec witn Pronec. 

Tho solo sovreo of friction botween Gormany end Franco 
was tho rofusel of Franec to pormit Gernany to achiovo cortoin 
vitel national noocossitics. If Fronoo, instosad of acocpting a 
colleboration with Gormany, shculd continue to follow a policy of 
building up ellianocs in Eestorn Europo to prcvont Gormany from 
the ochievomont of hor legitinato eaims it was obvious that thore 
would be conflict botwoon Fresneo and Gormeny. 


I askcd Gocring whaset eins ospocislly ho had in mind. Ho 
roplied, "Wo sre detormined to join to the Gormeai Poich all 
Gormens who nro contiguous to tho Reich and &ro diviaod from tho 
greet body of tho Gormen raco moroly by tho crtificial borriers 
inposod by tho Troety of Vorseillos.'

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I asked Goering if he resnt that Goermseny was absolutely 
determined to annex Austrie to the Reich. He replied that this 
was an &bs2lute determinetion of the German Governrent. The 
Gernan Government at the prosent time was not pressing this 
latter bocause of certas&in momentsery political considerations, 
especielily in their relations with Italy; but Gormasny would toler- 
ate no solution of tho Austrian question othocr than the consolida- 
tion of &ustria in the German Reich. Ho thon added a stetomont 
which went further than seny I heve heard on this subjoct. Ho 
soid, "Thoro sero schomos boing pushed now for a union of austria, 
Hungary, ond Czochoslovakia eithor with or without & Hapsburg &t 
the hood of tho unit. Such & solution is absolutcly inaccopt- 
&blo to us, and for us tho conclusion of such en ggrecomont would 
bc &n imrodistco c&sus bolli." Gooring uscd tho L&tin oxpression 
casus bclli. It is not & transletion fron the Gorman, in which 
our conversation was carriod on.) 


I sskcd Gocring if the Gormen Govcrnmont wes es decidod 
in its vicws with rogard to thc Gormens in Bohomia as it was with 
rogard to Austric. Ho ropliod thet thoro could bo only onc final 
solution of this question. Tho Sudctcn Gernrns must ontor tho 
German Roich as ali othcr Gernrens who livod contiguous to tho 
Rcich. 


I sskcd if tho German Govcrnmont might not bo contcont if 
tho Czech Govoramont should aecord to tho Gormens of Bohemia & 
largo mcasurc of locsl sutonomny whilco kocping thon undor Czoch 
sovercignty.  Gocring ropliod thet such & conccssion on tho port 
of the Czcchoslovak Govcrnmont would load to s tenporsery apposesc- 
mont of tho situstion; but thc &utononmny would have to bo roel 
autonomy eni such & solution would not bc & finel solution. 

Thcro could bc no finel solution but tho inclusion of thoso 
Gormens within tho Rcich. 


I &eskod Gocring how hc viowod tho casc of tho Gormans in 
othor portions of Luropo; notsbly thc Gormens of Trensylvenic. 
Ho ropiiod thet thosc reciol groups were cut off fron tho mein 
body of thc Goruen pooplc end could not, thorcforc, bo joinod to 
it. All thet Gormeny would insist upon would be thet thcy should 
bc troatod ss oquols with cqual rights end bo permitted to rotein 
their cultural lifc. The situstion of the Gcormens in Trensyl- 
vania was ecextromoly unsatisfactory. On the othcr hend, tho Yugo- 
slevs haod trostcd tho Gornens within thoir bordors with such 
conspicuous intolligonec cznd feirnoss thast tho losdcrs of tho 
Gormons of Yugoslavie had informed him rocontly that thcy hod no 
roal griovoncos ^ud that thoy would rosist to tho utmost ony 
arrangemonts ia Xo»0onc which night onvisecgco thcir rovturn to 
Hungory. 


Gooríing thon &ddod thet tho only othor two considorablo 
Gormen pr&cisol groubs which would lio outsido tho bor3ors of tho 
Gormen Roich, a&ftor t^o Gormans of Austria and bohoria a6&d boen 
includod, woul& 55 *tbo Gormoans of tho South Tyrol cho woro now 
in the hends of zit58.7 and tho Germans in Poland.

I thankod Gocring for giving mno such e cloar oxpression 
of Gorneny!'s íntontions with rogard to tho Contincnt and asked 
him if ho would pess on to thc colonisl fiocld. 


Goering said that Gerneny!s donends in tho colonial fiold 
worc well known.  Thoy woro for a return of tho Gorman colonies 
which had boen teken awey fron Gormany by tho Troaty of Ver- 
Seilles. Gormany hed no right to dcnand onything but thoso col- 
onies. (On tho othor hend, Gorneny had no dosiro to bo stiff- 
nockod ebout this mnmattcr. If Englond should not wish to roturn 
Gcrran ESsst Africa or Gorman Southwost Africo, for rilitasary ond 
other reasons, Gornueny would make no objcetion if Englond could 
nmnako en arrangomont, finsneisl or othcrwisc, with Portugal and 
Belgium for tho giving to Gornuany of Portuguoso end Bolgisn col- 
onios in West &4frice which would conmpensete Gcrmony for the loss 
of hcr EsSst 4frican possessions. It was idle to say thet Gormaeny 
could not gct row mat.rials of grosot voluo from Lfrican colonios; 
for oxamplo, tho Canoroons. It wes entiroly true that today the 
Cerneroons haod beon very littlo developed send were producing very 
little, but with Germon intelligcncee and energy 9epplied to them, 
they could be mede to produce naterisls of tho greotost volue to 
Gormany. The some wes true of nsny other aross in 4áfrico which 
today were undeveloped or undcr-dovelopod. The cssentiol problem 
for Gornany was to feod snd neinteain her pooplo 8t & decont 
Stondard of living.

Ho thought that tho violonoo 
of theo ronction in tho Unitod Ststos probesbly was duo to tho 
Jows. I rcplicd thet in somo mnoesuro it was duo to tho Jows as 
Was only naturel, but thct it wss nct only tho Jows but all 
Amoricens who woro shockod end horrifíiod by tho trontnont of thc 
Jows in Gormnany send thet tho attecks on tho Ostholic Church ond 
tho Protostant Church send on donoerceocy 5nd nuuan froodon woro 
fanetors of oqual importosnoec. 


I thon addod thet thoro vns an edditional clcmont which 
was playing 9» cortnin rolo at tho noront. It appoarod that tho 
Nezi Govornuneont was ongagod in forming Nezi orgenizations in tho 
United Stetos.  Noithor tho Govcrnnont nor tho pooplc of tho 
United Stetes could toloreto thc fornetion on thcir soil cf seny 
n&tional group or othcr group Girooctod by ceny forcign country. 
Wo could not pornit Hitlcr, Stonlin, Mussolini or any othor dioc- 
tator to orgenizo groups of agonts in tho Unitod Stetos. If wo 
should d.e so, wc would soon eooso to bo a nation ond bocomne a 
roro battloground for tho conflicting mubitions of foroign dic- 
tetors. 


Gcoring said thàt hc considorcd this cntircly roasoneblo 
end undorstandeblo cond if he woro sn Anmcricon wculd cortoinly 
not toloreto thc slightost intorforoneo by eny forcign sgency in 
tho lifo cf thc Unitod Statos. Thco Gormoan Govornuaont hod for- 
biddon ony Gorinen citizon to pertioipato in ony way in thc for- 
mation of such grcups. Ho bclicvod that Ii would find that such 
groups wcoro foruod by Aumoricen oitizons of Gcrnen origin. 1 
ropliod thet I fcolt quito cortein thct such groups would not be 
fornod without tho epproval snáà dosiro of tho Gernan Govornmont. 
Gooring thon soid; "It is truo thot cortein porsons in our 
Governmont horo boliovo that wo should attcnupt to organizo the 
Geruens, cspociclly of tho NMiddlo Wost, booouso thoy feol that 
if if Gorneny should s&egein boocio involvod in wap with France end 
Englend, thcrc would cono a nxornont whon tho Unitod Stetes night 
egain considor cntoring such & war egcinst Gormany and thcy be- 
licvo thst such groups of orgonizod Gcrunns in tho Unitcd Statos 
night throw thcir influcneo docisivoly ngrinst a dooclaration cf 
war end night provont thc Unitod Stetos ontoring such o conflict. 


I then seid thet I could mnorcly rcrind hin of two things: 
Tho first, thet tho orgsnization of Gornmen groups in the Unitod 
States during tho loto war hed erouscd hostility throughout tho 
ontirc country oegoinst Gornany. Tho socond, 9$ convorsaetion 
which hsd tekon pleec during tho World War botwoon our Ambossedor 
to Gormeny, Mr. Je130s Gorord ond Zinnormnen, who was &ácting Socro- 
tory of Steto for Foroign Aiffoirs of tho Rcioh at thot timo. 
Zirx;orman head steatod to Gorord that tho Unitod Stetos could not 
ontcr tho wer bocausc thoro worc fivo million Germans in tho 
Unitod Stetos who would prcvont by forco, if nooossary, sony such 
action. Mr. Gorerd had rcopliod thot if thoro woro flvo million 
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Gornans in tho Unitod Stetos who would provont by forco, if nocoSs- 
Sary, &ny such sction, thoro woro fivo rillion and one lanrp pcsts. 
Gooring did not soon to got thc point with absoluto clarity. I, 
thoroforo, addod, "send you will understand that, if, 5s you havo 
Snid, thoro aro six rillion Gorrans in the Unitod Statos today, 
who ecculd bo orgonizod to influcnoc tho action of thc United 
Ststos Govornnont, thoro aro & grcot nony noro then six rillion 
troo linbs on which to hong thori." 


Gcering seonod to find this rorork entiroly rossonasble 
and in a more friendly end intinsto tono asked, "Vhet thon can 
we do to improvo our rolotions with the United Stotos?" I re- 
plied that he hod en execellont arbossodor in Washington et the 
nonont who could doubtlosS inform hin bcttor then I could on 
this subject. 


I thon anskod Cooring for his viows with rogerd to the 
Far Rast. Ho seid that ho boliovoed the Japeneso would win the 
wer and sueceod in inpcsing on Cbino procisely vhot thoy should 
desire to inposo. I &skod Gocring if heo knew prooisoly what 
that was. Ho said that he bolioved thet tho Japenoso olm wes 
to orgnnize tho N4rthcorn Provinocs of Chine thoroughly es 5 base 
fron which to &sttack tho Soviot Union, sineco it wes obvious 
that Japan would be conpollod to oettanck tho Soviot Union owing 
to the googrephie position of Vlesdiv.stok. Tho Jepaneso dosirod 
to havo Contral and South China in rclotivo chaos and inpotonco 
until thcy had finishod with tno Scviot Union. 


At this point, Gcoring sskod re why tho Unitod Statos 
had begun to build battloships for tho Soviot Union. I roplied 
that I had no information to tho offoct thot tho anorican 
Government wes building bottloships for tho Soviot Union and I 
ccnsidorod such & roport nighly inprcbeblo.  Gooring scid thnat 
his infornuation indeod woes rathor vaguo on this point.

I &eskod hin if ho nent menufeacturod in 
Russie on Lnmoricen ncóácls. Ho rcpliod in tho nogetivo, end seid 
that tho Russions hod £eetuselly sont to Spein not p:onos mnmanu- 
facturod in Russis on 4ímoriccn xxdols but plenosovory part of 
which hs&d boon xienufaücturod in üixioricc, Thot oxpleinod tho ox- 
collont porfornanco of thoso particulor planos.  4ll bis informe- 
tion was to tho coffoct that plenos sctuclly mnonufacturod in 
Russic copying &morican indols wcro of such inforior vorkinanship 
thct they could not comparc with ploncs actubelly built in 
Amorican.  Furthornoro, this wostruo with rogerd to e11 Soviot 
industriol products.  Thoy night turn out fivo thousand tractors 
in & yoar but it was extronoly inproboblo that & singlo one of 
thoso trectors would bo running two ycars sftor it hsd boon put 
in uso.  Furthoruorc, tho scrvioo of supply of thc Russion /rmy 
today wes in as lenenteblocondition as it had bcon in tho timo 
of tho C8ar. pn tho tino of tho Czerthc Russian ármios st tho 
front wore froquontly without food or munitions. Tho sorvicoe of 
supply then had boon controlled lergoly by Jows. It was still 
controll lergoly by Jows and, if the Soviot Union should attompt 
to mnako war on tho Eurcpoan frontior, ho would oxpoot & corploto

Dear esteemed Party member Dr. Seyss-Inquart! 


The develcpmrent of the military situation in the West has 
causcd me to instruct my special purpose staff in Anstercdam, to 
remove the library of the social institute there, to the Reich 
by the quickest wey. However, great difficulties have arisen 
to that cffect due to the proximity of the front lines. I have 
therefore put &t the disposal of the Chief of my main work 
division Netherlends, SS Majcr Sehmidt-Staehler, the special 
purpose chief Gurmeux with full povers for thc execution of this 
task. Since this library is meinly composed of & unique collection 
of tho writings of the European Marxism, it is therefore irrcplaceable 
for our iàeologicali-political strugszle. 

I rcauest vherefore sincerely from you to be of &ssistenoe to 
my deputice Schmict-Stachler anc& Gummert, with your authoriiy ns 
Acich!s conmmissar for the Netherlends, in case the difficulties 
&risin» by thc roroval of the library cannot be surrounted by them.

I. The registration for the active service in the army for the 
year 1938 in the country of Austria will be conducted during the time from 
16 August until 10 September 1938. 


II. To be called for registration: 


l. All those subject to duty, born in the year 1917, without 
regard to their physical fitness and regardless whether they were exempt from 
induction in spring of the year 1938; 


?. All those volunteers of other years of birth who were con- 
sidered "general sorvice"; 


3. All those subject to duty considered "general service" or 
"limited service" at the tine of induction of the class of 1915 and 1916 who 
heve registerod with reserve commands and who have as yet not been trained; 


lh. The volunteers who have reported, or vant to report, in 
dune 1938, for induction into activo sorvico for the fall of 1938 (for the 
Luftwaffe also for the spring of 1939), without regard whether or not they 
have been physically examined. 


III. Charged with this task are

The lists Frederiks and Van Dam, compiled by the Secretary 
General of the Netherlanás Home Office rospoctivoly, the liàinistry of Education 
and "Protection of Culture'", conteined the names cf those who had deservod wcll 
of the Netherlands, including the momnbors of thoir family, totalling about 500 
persons. Originally they wore houscd near Barneveld and roecoivod tho assurance 
that they would not bo dcyjorted.  Àftorwards they wore novcrthelcss transferred 
to jesterbork, and it scons thit thcoy woro deported to Thorcsienstadt, presumably, 


2. Mesterbork. 


In esterbork - of which we need not give a description horo - 
12,000 to 15,000 »crsons uscd to live at thc some tino; thoy wero housed in huts, 
which were adjustod for the purpose, and cach of which contained about 800 
persons, 


All Jewish Netnerlanders, whoni tho Gerzmns could lay thoir hands 
on - with the oxcoption of & suall 5roup of oxempted porsons - worco brought 
together hcrco; hospitals, old aie honos, institutions for tho blind and othor 
disablcd porsons wero ciipbtied in order to concentrate the inmates in '"lostbork for 
deportation,  Evon tho innmstes cof lun^tic asyluns did not escape deportation, 

Graduelly all those internod in jestcrbork wore deportcd to 
Poland - old peopio and babies included! "ZunrAebeitscinsatz untcr polizeiliche 
Bewachung", 

Once or twice a weck a tro»in 'Wostorbork-Auschwitz" loft vith 
1200 to 2,000 persons. Originally thcso trains wore composed of passenger cars, 
aftcrwarás only £oods vans, (first with and ^ftorwards without straw) in cach of 
which about 60 deportces uscd to bo transportod,.  Evon sick pooplo wore loaded 


into goods vans. Every deporteec was allowed to tako maxinum 15 kilogzrans of 
lurgage with him. Cho choice of those to bo deported was more or loss arbitrary; 
Sonc wcro able to got thcir doportation toenporarily v»stponcd by means of so- 
called "Sperr" stamps. In tho Autumn of 1943, all those who head boon internod at 
Vucht — & numbcr of about 1,200 - were deportod to Poland - with tho excoption 

of diamond workers and those enployoa at Philips (Hot Porool, 15/12/43). 

The abovo enunerstion shows clearly thc z;radual character of the 
rcasures of tho enemy, sonc of which nay scem of little importance. The Dutch 
Jews were deprived of their livelihood, their property and possessions were con- 
fiscatod, every freedom of noveuent was taken fron them, they were isolated 
from their fellow-citizens, ond finally, às a proup without any ricrhts, humiliate: 
and extruded, they were deported, condenned to slave lobour and as it is to be 
feared portly killed. 


After Devortation. 


It is almost inpossible to 5;et details sbout the individual fate 
of Dutch Jews deported to Poland, 


. After thoir leavirc Hollaná all trace of then was lost.  Absorbed 
in an agglonmeration of deportees from alnost all occupied countries, they can 
no lonzer be identified as a Separate ,;roupe

In the census of 17 uay 1939, the question was put for tne first 
time whether one of an individual's grandparents was full Jew by race. The 
deciarztions were to be iade by the people on the "Supplementary Card for 
Data on Dessent and Education" in full and to the best of their ability; 
this supplementary card was to be given to thc honorary census taker in a 
sealed, opaque envelope, vhich was opened only wnen the statistical count 
was made. No check has yet been made as to the correctness of the infor- 
mation submitted, In tho conpiling of the statistics, everyone who reported 
that threc or four of his grandparents vero full Jews was counted as a full 
Jew hinself, everyone with two Jewish grandparents as & part Jew, Grade 
I, and correspondingly everyone with only one Jewish grandparent as & part 
Jew, Grade II. Tho resulting slight deviation from tho pertinont legal 
definitions of full Jew and part Jew was occasioned by formulstion of the 
question in the simpiest possible way. 


According to tne initial results of this year's census, tnore were 
91,480 full Jews end 22,344 part Jews of Grades I and II in Vicnna as of 
17 May 1939, In the ro.zaining Reich Districts (Gauc) of the Ostmark there 
were 3,073 full Jows and 4,241 part Jews. According to this, there werc 
altogether 121,138 Jews in the Ostmark, of whom 113,824, i.c. 9lj5, lived in 
Vienna, 34 in Niederdonau, l£ in tne Steiermark, and less than 1$ in each 
of tho remaining Gaus. 


Wnile B0? of all the Jews in Vienna wero full Jews and only l4$ were 
part Jows, Grado I, and 6$ pert Jews, Grade 1l, in the othor Reich Gaus the 
part Jows predominated, totaling 585, as agsinst Lh25$ who wore full Jews. 
Only in Niederdonau wore tho full Jows, with a total of & most 2,000, 
approximsetely as numorous &s thc part Jows. 


These varying proportions of full Jews and part Jews ero explained 
primarily by thc emigration of Jews following the political change over.

This emigration had reduced the number of full Jews in the Hoich Oaus of 
tho Ostmark, excluding Vienna end Niederdon2u, to a small remoinder of vie 
by tne time of the census. 


The extent of tho emigreticn of full Jews can bc ostimsted approxima- 
toly by comporison with the numbor of persons of Jevish fs2ithn reported in the 
census of 1934. It must bo remomborcd, howevor, thzt in 193. the number of 
thoso of Jewish faith did not include all full Jews end that, on the other 
hand, a small number of those of Jewish faith vore part Jews, Gredos I and 
II. 


Viith this reservation, it can be stztcd thot the number of Jews in 
the Ostmerk (not including tho annoxed Sudceten-Goracn regions) has diminished 
from 191,528 Jows by fz2ith to 94,584 full Jows,. At the some time tho number 
of Jews in &he Reich Districts (Gous), excluding Vionna, docrcased by 15,000 
i.o. approxim»tcly 82/5 to 3,000. In Vienna olone, tho decrease omounted to 
84,000 perscns, i.c. A85. 


ho ratio of tle soxos zmong full Jews has bocomo 5o grcatly dislocated 
thzt there aro 100 mole full Jews to cvory 136 femolo full Jews in Vionna, 
which ean probobly bo &scribod to tho carliur omigrotion of ihe dcwish males.

The progress of normalizing relations with Germany at the 
present time is obstructed by the continucd pcrsistence of tho Ministry 
of Security, occupied by the old anti-Hetionel Socialistic officials, 
Changes in personnel are thereforc of utmost importance. But they are 
definitely not to be expected prior to the conference on the abolishing 
of the Control of Finances (Finanzkontrolle) st Geneva. The Chancellor 
of thc League has informed iinister de Glaise-Horstenau, of his intentio:. 
to offer him the porte folio of the linistry of tho Interior. 4s a guidi 
principle (Larschroute) I recommend on the tactical side, continued, 
patient psychological manipulsotions, with slowly intonsifyed prossure 
directed at changing the regime. The proposod conference on economic 
relations, taking place at the end of October, will bo & very uscful tool 
for tho rcalisstion of soie of our projects.

The time limit had tc be 
p-stp:nel until N-vember 15, 194-. leanwhile the limits cf the chettc 
were twice chanzed, cn cne :ccasicn bein; reduced, -n the cther enlarged.

The head -f the Health 
Department in the'Gcvernment General," fcr inst^nce, issued an crJer in 
"arch, 194c, t- the cffoct thst in future Jews cculd cnly be attended 
by Jewish dcetcrs, 
The catastrcphie  ccnaiticn cf fccd supplies and terrible hcusine and 
sanitary ecniliticns in the rhett: are causing a very hich mcrtality, 
which is increasinr with every mcnth, In "ay, 1941, the ficure was 5,000, 
which is equal tc 120 per thcusand per annum.

In order to arrive et a better understanding of the 
contents of this writing, I am referrinz, &mona3st others 
porticuisarly to oné Memoranda "The Risht of Self-Determin- 
ation of Gernuans", to which I sh&ll refer in the 
following &s the "Memorandun"of short. 

I have explaineà in this the historic&l foundations 
for the idea of the Union(insehlussideej;(Nen.pege $-6), the 
psyehological assurption and prepsredness of the Germens 
in 4iustria for the Union (Mem.8-15), &ud the developments 
end tensions which resulted fron the prevention of the will 
to the union(Mem 7-9). Furthernrore, I heve desoribed the 
reasons snà consequences which led to the olash between" 
the authoritative regime of Dollfuss and the Social-Denmoocratic 
parties (Mem. 17-18), as well in short the circunstanoes which 
pressed towards the ''Putsoh"of July 1934, (Mem.lo-19). 

I eould deducet rom occasional subsequent inquiries- people 
did not like to talk about this failure- that the intentions 
behind this "uly-Putsoh wes to overpower the Austrian Covern- 
ment while their "inisters were in session, to force them to 
&ebdicate and to bring a Government Rintelen into power which 
had &n overwhelming "&tional Socialist influence. 4n intent- 
ion of murder a&gainst Dollfuss could not have been planned. 
Eight days before this Putsch I h&d & discussion wilh Dollfuss. 
I heve known fim from tbe time immedistely &fter the war, when 
both of us, who were officers returned from the field, supported 
endegvors to unify on one staze &àne 4ustrian Christain Socialist 
and &tionalists. Since then i àáid not trouble myself with 
polibfios:; however, I was & leaóing member of &n organization 
for the Union eeiled "Austrian-Germen Volksbund" which was above 
party politios &nd whose chairman was Dr. Neubaeher, a 
comrade in arms sand friend of mine, I was inclined to 
syupsthize with the "ational-Socialist party because of their 
fight for the idea of the "nion(&4nsohuss) end beoa&use of the 
hostile "Xurs" (4ttituáe) of tte «ustrian Government, as it 
in any ezse Was understood in »*ationsl circles. I supported 

it by payuents (20 s monthly &nd onee 100 s), but li did not 
join the ^arty 8s & member because — did not wish to take such 
& binding ellegisnce upon myself. I wes never a nemuer of a2ny 
perty, when "S3tastsrat" (counsilor of st&te) I belonged to the 
"Vothelandisfhe POE. (;fiaetherland front) end on the l$th 
Mereh 1958 I was enlisted in the N324.P. I had no reletions 
with the iscoyn- men of tho N&tionai-Sociclist politie&l org- 
aenization, In oeonneotion with ny profession (lawyer) . 
I did know Dr. sachter gnd Dr. Ettingheusen, etc. Dollfuss had 
&Sked me to come and see him to discuss the question of the 
"iktivierung" (mobilizstion) of the middle oelass nationals, 
&pperently to be & kind of counterbelasenee ggeinst the 
Hasiones oocialist. I had to tell Dollfuss tht the odd 

Nationel Politicians completely claocked supporters and that, 
E to spesk, &ll lesned toverd the Noxis; it would be 
adv£soble to come to sen understanding vith Hitler. 
useful understznding with the latter eould &lone gusra&antee to 
bring zbout order in the eamps of the "ationels or National- 
Sociselists. Dollfuss was reflecting, promised further 
discussions; howover, it never o2ame to this, I spent 

my summer holidays in my hone country (Stannern near Iglau) 
and i recéived the news through the broadoast of the "Bundeskanz- 
ler Putsoh." Two days later rd left for Vienne. 
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» The effect of the Putsoh was a complete catastrophy in 
the National-Socialist oamp. Not merely the leaders, but 
the party members wome &erre8ted in so far as they did not 
escape, the confiseation of óiheir fortunes was announced; the 
revolt which led to militery activities in Steirermark, 
Karnten and Oberoesterreich dià cost victims: the political 
mamecement was seriously compromised by the  azis and 8&bove 
£11, & most sinister lcoking situation was ofPeated in regszrd 
to outer (foreign ) 5olities. In any ease, tho idea of 

the Union had scofferod à serere setbczok. was in agreement 
about the effect with Dr, Neubascher, and it was our desire 
to sssist essying the $onsion. Following this smtuation, 

I felt urged to take up polities beyond the question of the 
"Ansehluss", At th: timo, lng Pheintaller peosant leader in 
Oberoesterreioh, invrroduced sn 9sppessement aotion.

AS far as I 
know, Hheintaller was roceived by Dr. Schuschnigg, who

Longoth in Linz, was vorking with Reintsler. Dr. Neubocher 
end myself contacted this circle and met thero some other 
men whose mames l hcve forgotten, but who later on did not 
play g particular roie.  áfter some time, the lawyer- 
Bpplicant from Linz, Dr, Kaltenbrunzer, joined t:is oibrcle 
Be was said to have been & S3 man. "he mein oetivities 
consistod in cr&4sniging an institution to sueccor the needy 
families of those arrostcsd or eondenned Nazis. The  "overn- 
ment tolercsted and finally sanetioned thos oper&tion, though 
they knew thet the means came c5iefly frm the &Xeich, and 
because it was knovn where the monies want to, &nd that such 
activities of suscor woo10 considerably ontribute to ease the 
tension from a psyehologieal 8nd therefore also political 
point of view; this I wes tolà by  Zernatto who later on 
became the Cnief Secretary of tne fatnerland Front. Quite 
rightly, Langath, the mamager, wes mot with confidonce. 


Politiecally it was & question to procure possibilit&ss 
and & st&ge for eotivities of the pwople of austria who 
were orienteà nationally end even at this time alreedy Nation- 
&l -Sociszlistically. Dr. SGchuschnigg soened not unsympathetic 
beeause he apparently sense the nomonts cf h&te and tension 
Since July 1954 and the narrow basis of the Fatherland 
Front botween the red (scoialists) and the brown(Nazis) 
Also , the foreign politio-l bacexings (Italy) started to grow 
weakor. 4t this time $ho director of nilitary archives, 
Oberst von Gloise-Horstenau, &poeared as ao mediator. He 
prevànted the dissolhiion of & nurbor of national associations 
ond ó vcrman clubs &n cffsir of rether & Social naturo 
which was under the Presidency of v. a4ardolff, who was at 
the same time chairman of the Vorman people's counsel, a top 
organization for those national sessocistions whoch were outside 
partios, such as sehool &ssociaticns Song clubs, eto. The 
problem was to provide possibilities for political activities 
to those Naotionalists, respectively "aticnal Sociazlist 
people in ;.ustria, however, without their imuediately falling 
into organizational dependence of tho seicon ta&rtoi. It 
might be tolercted that ideologicel connections remained, 
because the same thing &lso heppened within the Social- 
Demooeorzsts etc. r, Schuschnigg oould not ma&e up his mind 
even not l&ter on.  Perheps he could also see more clearly the 
reasons of the reich-Partoi, being an outsider in begsrd to 
party and polities. 


4S matters calued down, tho Aaustrien National Socislists 


collected themsolves sgsin into an illegal party, the organhi- 
zaübion was built up for bettor or worso according to the 
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Old sehedule, those who returned from the Reich were considered 
to be more "in the know" and authoritative. 


,lhe institution of suecor, L«ngoth, reneined outside 

the arty organization. But there were &lso men in tho Nazi 
circles who considored cn absolute dependeneo on the -ocich 

&S pl^tically wrong and enieavored for an independent 
Austricn-National-Socialist Party. In particular Dr. Ramer 
from Karnten belonged to those, h&nd by his influonoe tho 

future Gau-lesder r41ausner, who is now dead; also  Giobetsoehnicb 
was in 1t, though l doubt that he was sincorely convinced, 

and also others. Dr. gneubacher tood a keenor intorest in 
politioal affsirà and erterod into reiationship with the proper 
Pcrty circles; here, meanwhile, the fcrmer Gau-leader of Nied- 
erostorreioh  arit?in (Hauptmann) Leopold hbzd succeodod in 
becoming tho land locüer ef tho illezal Austrian Party; he was 
killed in aetion in the East serving as Oborstleutenant 

(Lt. Colonel), 


AS timo went on, the austrian government had the leaders 
of the reformed Nctioncl Socielist Party arrested, also 
Neubecher. (I for myself áid not join the Porty because 
l considered this was to be futile and wrong. hus the tens- 
ion again incroeasod, became similar to the situation as it 
was before "uly 1954; however, without the inner politioa1l 
dengers beoause the Lustrion Nozis were not intorested in 
terroristio aetions any more , whoch may be due to the 
increasing infiuence of men suoh es Klaeusner, Ramer ond othors. 
Yet the outer politiesl influence hed altered. Sehuschnigg 
felt the need to norvmalizo the relaticnship towards tho Reich. 
For this he hed to eomnprounise also innter politically. | He 
dertainly had to decl vador tho grestest difficulties with 
the radical leaders of tho "Feztherland front". In order to 
understend this, it bocomes necessary to shortly pxplein 
the Austrian cleriosls ("Klsrikalismus"). 


Ihe £2ustrian people distinguished betwoen the exercise of 
religious faith &àn the Cctholic Churzoh end the domination of 
public life by tbo Church.  Ihis distirouion orginates from 
century old experiences. t tho boginning cf the 17th contury 
Austria was 80$, rrotostant. It beeame ro-caothohicisod under 
tho rule of Fordinand II with the assistanoe of the Jesuits 
by using extremeny powerful meuns of the stcte. Thousands of 
families had to émigrate, to mention only some important 
episodes. Emperor Jcseof II 1780-1790 "deolericalised" the cou- 
ntry--as 8 parzllel haàBpening of tho eommencing French develop- 
ment--he closed down hunireds of oeloisters. -n the Year 1854 
again a decidedly ecolesiastioal regime wes in combrol. The 
marriage laws ond jurisdiction were left to tho Church. In 
the years around 1870 the leboral er& came with modern legis- 
lation about sehooling etc. Tbe Dolfruss regime gnd the Father- 
land front, wore rogcrdoed as an eoclesiastical roaction ; Which 
is elso indicated by tbo Coneordat in rogurd to merriago- 
law questions. Struggles between ecoiesiostio digniterios 
were involved, not conslder&d es matters in rogard to faith 
or religious belief, but merely as politiccel disputes. hus 
it happoned thet many believing Ce*holios belonged to the Nazis 
despite the fasct thst the higher " Klerus" (Cleriecals)under- 
took continuously stronger opposition against the National- 
Socialism. The ecolesiasticoal circles unquestioningiy  exer- 
cisod grect pressure upon the '"Fatherland Front" and De. Sch- 
uschnigg as & statesman, in order to prevent &ny conciliatory 
attitude towerd tho "azis. 

ella. 
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Meanwhole, Herr von Pgpen &ppeared on the scene; he is sure 
to heve triod everything to "normalise" thc relation betwoen 
Germany sand eustzia. He did not heve the confidenoee of the 
radicel Nat. Soc. leeders in the "cich and was therefore and 
was non-aggrcssivo in inner polities. I do not know if 1 have 
mot him before 1936. Essentially I kept contact with Glaise- 
Horstenau. I was informed by him in July 1936 that sn agreement 

aS &bout to be coneluded between Germany and *ustria which would 
bring a roloaso from the inncer-poiitiosl tension-annostios- end 
tho inclusion for collabcretion by the Netional Socialists. 
Dr. Sehusshnigg 8lso expeósod by collaboration. I assume that 
the contcnts of this agrcement of tho llth July 19356 is known. 


Quito apart from intorsteto apreoments, also ceonsessions 

of amnesty, etc., this acroemont conteined the phrase 

(quoted from memory?: "t^e Duünd-Ohensellor anticupates to inocludc 
the national opposition for ocollabor&tion",  -his phrase was 
tho main question rcgnrding Lustrion inner policies up tà the 
agreement of the 12th Fobruary 19238. During this timo, 
Chaneellor Sohusehnigg received Oifforsent mon from tho "ational 
Opposition, radicsl representatives for irnrstaneo Capt.Leopold 
they were called in FPFatherland cirolos the "updauntod" and even 
"oonscientious Natiohels",. I wes ol&ssified as ono of the latter. 
The interpretation of ho above quotod phrase oaused in the 
Nat, Soo. eanp a fundemental differenco of opinion. The 
redicasls were of tho opinion ttavz the .ustrian government was 
obliged to admit tho old NSD4P, whieh meanwhile had started 
to reconstitvute itsclf,. Tho "eccnseientious"like myself, Dr. 
Rainer, Klausner, eto. with differont points of view, were of 
the opinion that the organization and form (nethod of activities 
had to be discussed upon with Dr. Schusohnigg, rospectively 
accepted by him; howevcr, it has to be executed in & manner 

of en indepondent  Heichs organization.  £lso, other eustrian 
official politicans coeoupied thonselves vith the question of 
the N&tional opbrositicn, end l have roason to assume that some, 
for exauple "oustadter, Sturmer, encouraged to & certain extent 
the rodiecals in order to secure some bao king with the 
BODMASS. QE against the oceclosiastiosl block of the Fasthnerland 
ront. The .ustrian "Heimatsohutz" boeame in time insignificant. 
I was froquently to&cother with tho Goneral Secretery of the 
Fatherlend Front, Zeratto, whoso livoly, intellectual and at 
tines easy manner of oconvorsction overceme difficulties more 
casily in eonverscstions with Sehuschnigs. I then took the 

point of view whieoh bocamo incorcasingiy moro revealiag to mo 
myself, that the solution eould oniy be found in so far es the 
áustrian Nat. Sol. activitios in those lcgel forms and methods 
which corresponded to tho áustrian conditions ana that they 
Should partaoko in theo government, in return Hitlor was to 
guarantee tho indepondonee cf this political movement notwith- 
Standing the ideological lesdersnip by him, being tue founder 

of the novoment.  avstria on her port, howoevor, was to onter 
into the ebosecst relationship with tuo Roihh in so far as it 
was conpatible with internetiona? low. The "Union " was thus 
not an &eute and poraaps postponed point inr tho program and 
my oo-workers--and ^ also believe to Mr.von Papen thought it 
was neithor necessefty nor importantto make tbo question of 
the "Union" tho object of an &oute politiozl controvcrsy. We 
wore firmly convinood--2as soon as innor politiosl difficulties 
were elininsetod and tho cutor politioal tension was easod--that 
tho "Union" would devolop step by step automatioally; and 
olreesdy oxisting atato of cffeirs would only hcve to be con- 
firmed in as fer as politioal and legal crrangenents were 
concernod. Reports fron foreign countries indioated that 
there would bo not objection to this solution, on the contrary, 
ono would be quite happy to have this some wuestion done away 
with painlessly. Yet, rotrospectively one can Say today that 
all who shared this opiná$on did anticupate en evolutionary 
development of the Netional Socialism fron its period of 
"Stura and Drang" (youthful enfluenec) «nd that with tho setis- 
faction of its ngtional olains--equality of steotus and union 
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of Germens--the "ationa Socialism would find &11 its scope 
in the building up bf the inner Reich . Looking st it from 
today s point of view, this moment might have arrived at 
about 1929. Even Dr. Sechusehnisg inclined towerd this point 
of view, He beli.ved in the 1deg of "Greater Germany" bv5 had 
to decline a "Union" under this ational-Socialist regimo, 
:hen 4 roplied thereupon that th8u ho will renunciatoeo ihe 
"&Lnschituss", he answered most decidely: "One may expect cn. 
evolutionary development of Notional - Socislism". I mysolf 
WeS So &bsolutoely convinced of the urgont necessity of the 
union of all Germons, that I lbóked upon this qusstion rom 
£n innor political point cf view, but never could mako i*$ de- 
pendent upon the pclitieca: system as it might be at a time in 
Germany or austria. No German nust remzin an outsid observer 
if tho system doos not sosm to bo the r'ght ono, but ho nust 
take pert in the conv;rcvorSy,. Tio Austrian loader of 
the Social Demooerat, Juiius Deuteh, expressed himsolf similarly

in the Lustrian labor peper undar tho title "4nd Yot" (Dennoch) 
at the timo of tho elootion ot Hindenburg as Roich Prosidont, 
Horr von Papcn whür I know mot nozo frcguonily, perhaps evory 
Six to cight Weeks, oxpressoá himsclf cautiosly. I gained the 
impression thet ho dià nct wish to comnit himself until he 
W&aS flully agcuainted vith the opinion of Berlin. The rczdicals 
opposed vehenently my poliey. Quite apcrt from tho fact that 
they deelerod it as being egoinst the Fuehrer, they triod 
defamation in their own Way, For oxenpie-, thoy Spread a 
rumor that I was pupil óf tho Josuit college "Stella Matutüna" 
in the Vorarlberg, whoro Schusohnigg had Studied, and that I 
intendod !'t troason against tho Pational affairs in ooll- 
oboration with Sehuschniígg. £4 elocring of tho situation inside 
the Reich seomod to heve t23ken place in so far as that State 
Seoretery Kepplor was put in charge of &11 tho 4Uustriia 
matters. Other Party cfflcos, hovever, werc not troubled much 
by this appointazont, Tho "illegal Langosioitung" (county 
leadership] of Captain Loopold in austria had r.nte4 ?Wo floors 
in the Tenifesltstras e, Vienna I from whore it offioiated. 
Apparently the .ustrion police &otivi*ties. The "Gimple eitizon" 
Would sec in this a search Whiohn wculd still bring about a 
Solution with the NSD..P, cnd ho wssB loss ineciined to accept 
politieccl cinsiderctions. Fornattc urged me to boecomo more 
active ro&lizing that I would nct with suocess with tho Nazis 
in tho frame of tho Faether;&nd ironv, the plan, aos approvod 
by Schusehnigg was agrced upon: "I shell be &ppointed Vouns- 
ellor of Stato with the task to oxemine tho conditions of the 
National opposition for their inclusion ard submit Such propo- 
&l whilc en Innsbruck &cquaintaneo of Schusehnnigg's,Dr. 
Prubeur of the Fathorland Front, should forma Volk's political 
council for the proparstion of the collaboration of tho nation- 
als with tho Front." 


I immoediatoly oxpressod the desire to go to the Hoich 
nysolf, in order to ascerb5ain by contact with tho responsiblo 
peoplo how f&r my had expootation to find their consont 


Kepplor nogotiatod, wi h Schuschnizgzs consont, a visit 

to Hoss and Goocring. I explesinod by opinion to thoso two 

I made & spooinal point of it that this must not bo à question 
Of party sucoossos. With theso put into tho baekground tho 
Austricsn National Soecialists could beoomo activo, and Lustria 
co.ld bocome en important Supporting position for th. Roich, 
ct tho same timo this doub1lc partnership would offer Dany ad- 
vontagos ns rogards internetionoal affairs . Hess askod mo 
to sce him onoo moro. [I assuno thot moanwhile he had talkod 
with tho Fuehror.  Hoss was nost interostod and cordial and 
&ald about ss follows: "You eortainly have &ood intentions 
cond I shall follow up your wonk with interest, I regrot you 
&ro not one of tho old fighters." I was not quite clear 
about the mcoaning of tiis lost sentoneo, forst I thought it 
noanbt an zZeknowledgenent, but perhaps Hoss intonded to 
eEpross  thet an old fighher would not have proposed "half mea- 
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sures", iy visit to Goering was superficislly impressive, but 
as for hts contents, there is ncthing that stuck in ny momory 
with the oxeeption that Goering wes more interested in polit- 
ical activities as a mattor of principle, but that what l brou- 
ght slong wes too lottlo,. Ineidentally, as far as I know 
Goering then already had establisheá a diredt connection with 
tho 4ustrian Seoretory of S8tsto for Extornsck Aff3Tlrs, Guido 
Schmid. (Not too eneourugod, $et without a refusal from the 
Rcioh, I stortod ny naosivitios, which immodistcly beegao the 
objcet of strbng atioasks by tho rcedioel seotion of the Faother- 
land Front and by tho Rocioa81l Nezis, who egter my visit to 
Hess and Gooring were mo»c Opposod $0 nv oo-vworkers huan to 
me personslly. 1 partisvuisrly. boouno the wall of wciling 
for &ll Nazis who haà oorplaints,  Hovo tho "Volks politiozl 
counoil"with their &t tinos rether olever reprosontotives from 
the "Bundesiaondor"* (Bund countrios) was sucessfully inter- 
connectod,  Dospiíto all, I gseinod $be impression that the 
edninistrative cond exocutive autnoritios ineitod by tno Father- 
land Front, dià away ropszatoóGily with all that had beon achievod 
on tbe one sido by rostrictions, crrosts aad sidmissipg of 
people, by exploitinz $ho still eontinuod illegaolity, that is 
of the decidedly porty political aetivities of the austrian 
Nazis.  Endcavcrs to oaso tho tonsions by instituting the 
congissions as provióod for in tno agreement of the llth July 
1956, hardly ret with success, sichcugh Sehusehnigg was 
considerebly aceomnolatiíeg in one of my last representations, 
after the previous nezotiations were alnost in vcin. During 
this time, Dr. Jury 8130 entorod the ciroele of my assistants, 
who had te&kon a dooisivo distenoe from the illega2l work of 
Loopoid. iln eonsáquonee of tho above described cireuustanees, 
the situation grew r35hor worse than better. It boesme obvious 
to mo th&t only 2 deeisiveo rofusa,. cf Hitler to thoso "Illegals" 
could produco an igprovement, wherzo as activities of tho Nation- 
al Socialists had to bo permitted within those limits to be 
egreod upon togsther with Scnvsehnig l withdrow when towards 
the end of 1957 tho reajly horpeless 
a lotter to 

point of viow, l1 did 
not participsto in moectinzs oi vhco State Counsel and I went 
to Garmiseh(Germany) upon an 3nv8totion by the Reich Sport 
Leader Dr. Rammer. I informed Zernaevtto of this trip. With 
out being prearranged, 1 mnmet5 von Papz;n in Germisch. We 
lamented &bo t our troublos vhole tho wha?her was muddy. Once 
agein - oxpleinoed my point of viow and took the occasion to 
mentibn that a corresvonding initiotive had to be reached in 
the Ministry on oróer to meet tho mebhcós pr&otiood by the 
Administration. The ministry of the interior may have boen 
talked about, but certainiy not about ne. This time, von Papen 
Was less olosed. II bolieve that he sanid he would disoeuss these 
mattors with Hitlor. Eight days cfter this conference, moanwhile 
haviàng roturned to Vienna, I wont to Zoll an Soo.  Fromu there-- 
I belicve--I was oalleà to Vieana by Zornevto. 4t the same 
time i was informoá by "ationsl Sociolist quertors--possibüày 
by Koppler--that à meotina  betweon Sehuschnigg snd Hitler 
in BerechtosGaden wes in tne naking, In any cgsso, I had this 
infornmetion from Reich Germen quartero bcofore Zornatto or 
Sechusehnigg told me 2vout it. On tho dázy of my departure I 
hed à long disoussion with Zornotto, which was later on joined 


by Sehuschnigg, in rogcrd to det5^ils of sn inner politios 
corr ngomont.  4bout 2/5 of my propositions wero accopted, the 
most inportant onos whieh were neant to impress Hitlor, but 
not freedon of saetivitios for tho Nazis nor participotion àn 
the administration &nd in tho conduct of the sffczirs of the Stato. 
I assumod thset sehusehnigg rosorvod those for his negotiations 
-—— 
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in Berchtesgsden. I inforued Dr. Hainer and Dr. Jury in broad 
lines about the results of my discus;iou, it is frasable that 
thus it reached Berehtesgajen. 1 do noti know if it exolted 
interest. On thes 12th of EBobruary Sehusobnigg, together with 
Sochmidt, wes vitn Hitler.  .ux for de;cils i do not know anymore 
that what has meanwbile been sprcid at hono nd obroed. Any 
how, tho oos'ibilities for militery &ections wc7o demonstratod 
to him, &s I was tolà by Sz;huscehnigg.  iost oc^taeinly it was a 
hard day for aim. 


On the 15th of February I was informoaà by State Socretary 
Sehmidt in the presonco of Zorn-tto sbouv the agroomonts of 
Berehtosgaden. I assume that tho wc»ding of same is known. 

I can not rooolloeoev ^$2s worzdings. L»art fron & genersl amnesty 
and reparations, inco :dámitt-noee of tno National opoosition was 
renewodly and moro ciearly eonfirmeà and in a ceriain was as 

a4 guerantee was ny &ppoiniment as Minist?-z for the Interior 
and for Pvbliíio Safty provided, it is true I Lavetaiked with 
Schuschnió5g, Zern2.to and von Papen ofi the necessity of such 

an adjustment. but nover of my eanádid&cy for tnis. However 

if it really siould take plac., it was reasonable thzt lI might 
be ontrusted, I was told thzt iy name was no* mentioned by 
Hitlor, but by Sohuschnigg on Hitler's quosticnina whom he re- 
conumended for the r^»spoeétivo post of Minister. u?»sequeatly 

I made a partioular .poin- of this to rotcin in offico the former 
Seoreotzry of Stcte for the Security Depirtnont, Strubl, altuough 
he was like & red oclo£h for tho Nazis, beozsuso I wished to have 
an expoorionoed expert menegoment. 1 evon included Strubl in 

ny Cabinet of tbe llth of Mavoh. The further decision that 

I was to be the líoison officer in eharge 5etwoen the &iustrian 
Vovernmnent, the Nationol Opposition snd tno Governucnt of the 
Reieh was of an eq1ai impczt nce to me.  7ho kinister for 
Foreign &ffairs Sonmid, designaled for t5his duvy, anyhow had 
declined to h3ve suything to dc witz those ques' .ons, 4 ryself, 
however, was aiost iinited in my eapacity for 2«.2ion by those 
offices. I was fo-oecd to inforu first all the different groups 
and had to te«e eore not to prejudice their attitude by my own 
stznd. Thus on the llth march, for & cortrin time, lI really 
felt only as & kind of "girl telephone switehboard Operator 
between Berlin and Vionna. 


Maxing in advrnoe a eccnoluding remark; I want to state: 
the agreement of Fobvruary i2th end my eopointnuent as Minister 
for Interior Affsirs could only be looked upon by the "ational 
Opposition--which wore at that time oxolusiveiy only "ational 
Socialists which fact cannot be contestod. To clear up the 
position of tiis opposition was the purpose o? all those 
ende2vors thet havo been made, one ay say, for yoors. If one 
should s&y the5 I ondeavored ;^ revive the possibilitéss for 
ectivitéss by .he National Soe?.lists in & different form, then 
onc is perfeátly right. This I heve always express.;d openly 
and clearly ond I heve alreedy eclled Dolifuss'! attontion to 
the necessity of conkng to en agreement with the Nazis, bocause 
the Pationasl, in the old niàdle cl&ss conception,was Ro longer 
& politiecasl factor. If one wants to stote thct I wished to 
rcinstate the Nazi party in their specific form, organization 
aniü dependence upon the  eich thea ono is wrorg. That is just 
the thing I wished to próvont. To echieve this end it was 
necoSSs.ry to find new meon 8s le&ders, who were politically 
intellegent and to finally see that Hitler that he, being the 
party leader, give & eorresponding declcration. I believe to 
have found thcse nen, and 4 am st'1l to this day convinoed, thz 
o large portion ot then, had honest intentions :iín this matter, 
for example Dr. Jury, Dr. "einer, Dengineer Rheintaller, and 
of course also Dr. Neuvscher. ut all of them were in agreement 
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that without a dirsction by Hitler as tho leader of tho 
Doevement , the natter could not be eashiovod. Partly the 

Len had an inner feeling for end prob:lby bound to him by their 
oSeth, pertlv they roalizod that a success iiu any other direct- 
ion would b. futile in view of the Nazi followors of Hitler 

in 4&ustrua,  iià that matte:oó in thoso diseussions with 
Hitlor, was vo induoe hin, boing tho leader of the bovement 

by appropriate eountor offers end to &£&ain tho necessary docl- 
&r&tion sooneerninz the indepondonco of tho Lustrien National 
Socialist. Should this have happened, then l believe, 

olnost ovon to this day, in a suoecoss, bocause the austrian 
Nazis could hove beon won cover to this politicsl way. If 

«hey had hed the possibilities to try to materiaonize by leg81l 
means tho ideas fo "ational Socialiísu which did not ànly 
consist of thojr roóial point of view, ef the principle of dict- 
&torship etc. in a form fitted for 4ustriao, and to exercise 
real responsibi1i£:^5*5, then most importent of all, the 
continuous uncertseintly about arrests, dismisscls, confiscations 
etc., wouid h:vo subsided, whioc.. Lad made t^es. people so 
susfoptablo to r.dical slogans. These poopic would agoin 
returned, I might say, into en ^ustrian nicdle class 
quieo;ness, which thoy would noi; have relinquishod so easily 

in view of the experionces of the past ye^or^ in favor of poli'- 
ical edvestvuro, if tho influence cf tho Hoioh party would have 
beon exeluded. It was my eim to achicve this. I bolieve 

thet just this has not becn discussed in Berchtesgadon. Hitlez 
most probobly wil? have &voided this or superinposed this by 
his t&lk, whiie Sohuschnigg probably thoughy to belittle 
hinsolf bf he woulc disovss inner »olitioai questions with the 
Reich Germen namely & foreign heaà of a State. 


But in such 5 situation it is of no avcil to play ostrich 
polich (put the he d in the dand). The situc5;ion happened to 
be thus in the egeup 0f the »e:tl.onal oppostion. If one asked 
for sotisfac'ion flong this ;:ae, it befame neeess.ry to walk 
along tnis way or it might h ve been better, not to connunencee 
anythihg at all , "ot to heve tried to make a clesr stert with 
those social Denoorets, who would re-adnitted into activities. 
However, such an attempt would have been short liven 2ocording 
to the , at tbe tiuoe interior cnd foreign political situation. 
is 1t 1s , Sehuschuigg ong: took haif neasures, he conceded to 
cort&:n details auch as aanesty, reparation, perrission to wear 
the swastike eto, wnioh in this situation onhy proved to be 
síunulants for the radic&l proraganda without any roal political 
counter offers. Ee opened flood gates wishout hav&ng any 
provisions for the steering of the flooding waters. If within 
the terns of this agreement wouii 53eve beon f?z3d, respectively 
confirmed by Hitler, certain possibilitées ^oi activities, 
forms of organizevtion, restrictions as regards realization 
of tne party progran, exclusion of the di?tatorship principle 
end responsible ináependenoe of the austrian Nazis, then 
lt might have been possibile to control these mstters by avoiding 
political mistakes, If Hitler would have coníirmed it.  PDut 
Such a decision was not put berore Hitler by Sechusehnigg.  ;ihen 
I prepared for it later on, the fatherland ront interfored 
with the polling plan, which gavo Hitlor *he opportunity to 
renounce the conditions of the agroement of February 12th. 

It is only conditionally right if it wou?!d bo said that my 
political line of &ction and ios partial realization lot to 

the final result of the l1lth of "arch. My &ctions wero cert- 
ainly contrubouting causes, but it was not in execution of my 
idéa what also aetually had z5-a done on the part of the 
4ustruan Stato Leadership.  Bocicecelly the reasons which led 

to the development of the llti of March are museh doeper. 

Tue latter was unavoidable unless my iáeas could h.ve been rpael- 
1294, In 1942 I receiveà an expressivyn confirmetion a&bout this. 
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a4n aequainvanes showed me a report, whioh was mrade by the 
Chief of thc Security Police end S.  Towcrds the end of 
1957 and which wz3 presented to Hitler via Hiunler. 
Heydrich deseribes the  .ustrian situcrticn end :rrivos st the 
congelusion that invariably it musc lecd to the oco*^-5nrece e£

ih time it might be suited to give its own characte to the 
nazis movemont in austria different from the BolobonoPicl. whieh 
could take 4zwa&y tne revolutionary impulse." 


When IY sisoussed with Pohmid &en& subsequently with 
Sehuscehnigg ihe rosults of BorehtezzacGen anà their en oeüutions, 
I immediately declared, that before exercising ny functions 
I had to asceerialu by à personal conversation with Hitler, 
iun how far he would be in accorà with my plcus end would be 
prepared to givo bosio deol&retions.  Sohuschnigg iuredistely 
&avo his consent to ny pronositioh for a trip to Bo.liín, which 
wes arrenged &s far as I r. :ember by Stzto Secretory Keppler 
and tne Austrian Foreign Of^ice; in any case I traveled with 
diplomatie privelozes(possp3rt). During those &nd subsequent 
confercnces with  Sohuscunigg, Zernatto, Sohmid, Strubl and 
perhaps other ..ustrion politicians I believe also with the 
.UStri-n Lend OCeptain Cleissner I developed my pians es follows 
&ccording to the oclerity as i; grew inorecasins;y self evident 
to r3: Tho "volks political council" shoula be developed 
into & kind of head offico department "Nzstional Comnunity" 
under the leadership of Dr. Jury, who was to beeone a 
nember of ure State Council, tbus enablin; the Lustrisen Ncezis 
Po busy therselves within the Fattherla&ndà Front: at that time 
Still thought tiet it ecoutd be menoged fron wit hin tho Front, 
which was of & special eoneern to Zohusounigg. 4s a pa rallel 
intention, Schusehnigg planed to establish a "Legitimate work 
Community", to whieoh I did not object, In this national 
connunity the 4ivsvtiian Nazis were $o be roped in. Dr.Fisehbach 
wa&S to be eppointed à member of tho "Economio council"; he was 
& personal csequvaintanee of mine, who was never & member of the 
Party end net a proper "Nazi". in order to represent there the 
national-Socialisbó aims; end for tho same purpose Engineer 
Rheintaller vas to be &ppoiitoaü into tho "agrioultural economie 
council",  .ay politioal &eciiy;ities outside these organizations 
were forbidden and were to bo prosecuted by the pclice,.  Klousner 
who was looked upco. as e kind of Party Lesder, by the Austrian 
Nezis, as far as they had left the redios1 standpoint, was esr- 
marked to roceive 2 leading position, as soon &s the orgainza- 
tional preparctions permitted. The politioesl secretary of 
Klausner was Dr. Reiner. .L.9o political leadership of tho 
.4strien Nazis wes to be exclusively in the hands of those men 
who wero responsible for thcir &otívities toward the 4ustrian 
government. The proportion of power of the individual now- 
legaulized political groups was to be &eseertained by suitable 
means, send accordingly the distribution of the indivuduzl1 func- 
tions of pubiie affoirs was to take place. In any case, the 
politieazl leader and Pund Chancellor was Ps rcmain Schusohnigg. 
This system of eollabofation h&ed to be ocrried out for & cer- 
tain poriod --I mentioned 3 to 5 yesrs. jc pe that, new 
errangements might bo entered into oftor &scertaining the 
proportion of power, but then also the principle of dietator- 
ship vas to be rejeoted, but eech legal political group in 
A4ustria was to partici; .üte proportionately in their size in 


the executive powor and in the publio 2offairs,. I stato quite 
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elearly th&t I prosumed tn.t tbe Nazis by the?!r work would gain 
the confideuneoe of the alrge ma;o»rity of the poc,le, thit 
rteentime t^o Keich had grown out of thcir period of youthful 
oxuberanoo, end cthet foroign countries wculd liik upon the 
political óéovelor"ent es on intern-X ..ustrian sffair, without 
any ocritycz2l ehareoter,. I was of he opcao:!n that after thet 
time the mcaent hsd crrived, th&t intornaátiional questions 
(for exemple the '.nsohluss") would be solved aocording to the 
demonsteatod will of thc ..ustrian populstion, The aim of my 
propositions, however, was to do oway with the diet:torship 
of the Fatherland Front, which was kn reality theo austriaa 
clericals.  Boos2uso, as mueh the cGiotatorship of tho Nezi rc- 
gime in tho Reioh was opposed , tho dievatorsnip of tho 
elerioals of Anstria was ruech greater and more undüustifiable 
beoause tho oelerioals who rezlly ^od tne conduet of the 
Fatherland Yront, did oert&in!v not control more than 20$ of 
the vote of ;he austrlan poou.ation, buzt oresoribed tho 
remeining 860;/. their politico. i aetivities. Obviously the 
rediesl "Front" leadors defcadod thoir position o^? power to 
their utmost agali.:t this "Re-democr-tising", &ni attempted 
to influenoe Sohusehnigg with 211 sorts cf political and 
world philosophiccol arguments. 


In orde: to exploin f."^"ther developments, I must still 
mention an event from the t;me of the lZ2tn of February, which 
might heve facikitated the solution es I haó páàanned. One 
night I was reguested by schuschnigg vo come to see him 
immediately. In nis stuày Glaise, Horstenau, Zernatto, Strubl, 
and ,I believe, Sehmid were &ssembied. Strubl reported that 
he got intc his hands à plan fc- a "Putso:" ofr the illegal 
Landleader;hip of Ceptain Leopold and he had arfected the arrest 
of all the "Laadieedersbip " people. Tiis p'!an in itself 
was not a very serious matter, spparently wi.hout &n attempt 
of realization, fcr an organic develppmen* ^? Central 
Europe &nd for fhe fulfillment of the Rights of Self-Determ- 
ination of *5he Netions &s proclaimed by President wWoodrow Wuil- 
Son, 


I errived in Berlin in the morning cf Februcry 17. Keppler 
met me.  He:drove ue first to Himrler; this was aot fOrseen 
in the program shown me. The visit lasted about 25 menutes. 
Himuler attempted to bring up police natters which I could not 
discuss witn him for 4 1ac£ed informstion. haviag just boen 
&eppointed & Minister the day before. I finally he advised 
me to take o»ly very reliatice personnel! in my Telephone Central 
Office, whica advice I did no5 follow, for I ieft everything 
as it orginanlly was. I mevc^ had any objeetions :o having 
ny phone eonvers i.ons overheord; they were overheard when 
I was a8 Minister, but ii probably happened similcrly to my 
other eolleagues. I suppose primarily that just Hiünuler 
w^nted to see me personaily.  Theroupon I rode to the *eich 
Chaeneellory, where I was r;^eivod with the usuol cererony, 
During my econfer.nece with -itlor, which l1ssted 2 hours and 
19 minutes, Foreign Ministe- von Ribbentrop and St. Soh. Keppler 
were waiting in the ontechamber; Hitler did not have them cal- 
led in. I greeted Hitler with the German salute and immedistery 
offered the explai.ation that he should not be surprised that 
I, as austrian Minister, greot.,d him with tho Hitler salute 
for 4 consiaerod him, despste the Tresties of i2aco, 8s the 
Fuehrer of the German Poeples, who led. us out of the discrim- 
inations of the peace treaties; besides i was &lso the 
.ustrian Minister and as such, I was responsible for the 
leadership of the Liustrian State. I wrote a record of the most 
important parts of our furtner eonvezsation, a oopy of which 
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must have been found in th port-folio seizod at the time I 
was apprehended. I reletea to "itler the situation in 
Qustria sine? June, 1934 and especially pointed out the 
ruinous effects of the illegel policy initiated by the 

Reich upon *5he austrian Nazis, upon the forei.12 policy of the 
Reich and even upon ihe idea of ainohluss, *urijher, i begzed 
Hitler to jitrdraw the policy of the party end to approve a 
Solution in & ecomuüon German interest. lien, I presented him 
with my ova program, as l have developed it above, and I undec- 
lined a beiag the most importent of ail cGuestions, the 
necessity of rendering the "ational-Soocialist &ctivity Iawful 
in'the frame of Austrian contingencies . and I insisted upon 
the need of &àn irdependent leadership, not bound to tho party 
in Germany, and which would be responsible in Austria. That 
it was a gaet thet cvery "ational Sooialist eonridered him 
(Hitler) as the promoter and the propagstor of the political 
idea, but the 
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devolopments ought to be carried c; according io the possivilities of Austria 
herself. I gave him my opinion abcr't tne principle of totalitarism, the so- 
called Kulturkampf and told him the; the 25 poirts! program could not be 
carried out schematicaily. Twice I pointed out to him that I should be obli- 
ged, in my capacity of »inister for Security, to imprison the National-Socia- 
lists who would show any illegal activity, and twice HITIZR agreed with me. 

Il explained to him the meaning of naving a elose collaborscion between austria 
and the Reich 25 eccnomic, military and foreign political íiields, and pointed 
out the advantages of carrying out the German idea from the two sides. I 

told him finally thá&t I was not ready to accept being the Fuehrer of a ''Trojsn 
Horse." I begged HITLER to approve my suggestions end 5o issue a fitting 
approval às soon as the organizational preparations would be initiated. HITLER 
approved all my proposals, but he told me that he was not quite sure that I 
would be able to carry out all my plans in Lustria. He mentioned SCHUSCHNIGG 
politely, but reservedly. If I remember well, he told ne that he intended to 
invite Chancelor SCAuUSCHNIGG and Reichs ádministrator HORTHY $o attend the 
launching of & Cruiser, wich was to take place this Suumer. He was still 
uncertain as for the n&me:  Tegelhof would not be &ood because of Italy, it 
should rather be Prinz-Eugen. He said also, thst there was no reason to worry 
about the 25 points of the program; one must sim»ly go from the idea of Volks- 
deutsch (Volks-German) to the idea of Gesamtdeutsch (Wihole German).  There- 
after he spoke frcely of his various ».2ns, such as the Super-highways, the 
Elbe-Bridge in Ht.iburg, etc. I fine?'iy had the impression that, although 
HITLZR was not rejecting my proposal:, he preferred to wait and see if there 
would be possibilities to carry them out. I thouglt thon that it would be 
impcrtant to settle up, as fast as possible, the proeliminaries of tho organi- 
zation nocessary for the establishment of the ncw statute. The realization 

of the Anschluss was not discussed further than I have reported above. In 
Beriin, I also paid à visit to Reic. iinistor FRICK (an exchange of words 
without importance) and Reich Minis';r RIBBENTROP, wnom I begged to give the 
contemplated speechos in & friondly tonc. (Cn tho foiloving night I went back 
to Vienna. 


In Vienna, I contocted ZERNATTO and thon wont to SCHUSCHNIGG. I gave him 
& detailod roport and urged him to mako :. accision.  Dvnrine the following days, 
l was busy witk the taking-over of my new dopartuients. 1 loft tho charge of 
the police matters to STRUBL, who gavo mc his roport ovory cvoning and I en- 
charged my National-Soc:alistic collabcrstors with tne task of calling to- 
gether the Netional-Socialists in scvoral towns, suca cs GRAZ, LINZ, etc, to 
inform them of my plans and of my visit to HITLER. These actions took placo 
with the agreement of ZERNATTO, and the speech in LINZ was broedcasted. I 
had already spoken over the radio and declared taat nobody, in Austria, oughi 
to believe himself en outstending Netionalist, ond that I should decido in tho 
future about the orient^tion of our nctional policy. The political life was 
morked, on one side, by tno Nazis still lacking activo leaders now showing 
their Swastikas oponly still lacking effective leadership, except that the 
formcr illegal lcaders came again on the open since tho; were no longer bran- 
ded with illegality, ond on the other side Ly the re2ction proveoiling against 
the Covenant of Lorchtosgoden in ;he r^2ical sphores of tho Patriotic Front, 
of which I supposed SCHMITZ, Vieraa!s argomastor, to be the leader.  Therc- 
&fter tho speeches took place.  HITL.i spoke of the intolerebl: persecutions 
of the Germans in the surrounding couutrios on account of thei" Gorman sonti- 
mont; but found thc futuro more promising.  SCHUSCHNIGG spoke of tho "hard 
days" in Bercehtesgadcn «and launched tho motto: "Up to hcrc, but not furthor!' 
I shall ;iention that SCHUSCHNIGG had previously shown mo soinc parts of his 
projected spcech, but tho above-incorz2i:acd sentence nad not bcon read to me. 
Tnot sentence meant ^ public rcjectlon of my program and thzst I should be con- 
sidered by the national opinion as tattlor, whose vorás wero no longer to 
be taken seriously.  Froim thot time on, the National-Socialists bogan anew to 
liston to thc radical n^rtisans of illeg-2lity, but tney had tho authorization 
now, thanks to the Covenent of Berchtesgaden, to act publicly for thcir ideas 
or 2t loast to show publicly their adhesion to thom.  Tholr ^ctions took moro 
&nd more often tho shape of demonstrations. I Scriously cailod SCHUSCHNIGG!s 
attontion to thoso facts and I told him that I WaS, of courso, ready to intoer- 
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fero, in my capacity of Minister of Sccurity, against single individuals who 
woro trospessing but thot I could not toko ony mcasurcs, according to tho 

role &ssignod to me by thc Covenant of Fobruary 12, against National-Socialists 
manifesting thoir opinions in the sabove-montionod way. I told him in one 

caso thot I was forcod to resign.  SCHUSCHNIGG was w.ll awarc of tho Sorious- 
ness of tho situation, cspociolly after my visit to GRAZ, or r:thcr on account 
of the motivos behind thot visit. I told hii th^t it could not go on like 
this. In consideration of HITLER!s readiness, stops should now bo t5xcon ospe- 
cially in internationcl ouostions, to scttlo thc motter dofinitcly.  SCHUSCH- 
NIGG mentioned tho difficulties ho was mceting in his own comp, ond told ume 
th^t my dismissal was not concoivablc. Ho 5ddod th^t ho understood iiy otti- 
tudo quito well as tho Ministor of Interior; woll, wo should just h2ve to see 
how wo could gct along with oll tnis. At any roto, nothing positivc was 
achieved in the sense of the oxocution of my plans, although I repoatedly collod 
thc attention of ZZRNATTO and SCHKID to this. Of courso, thore wore tho nomi- 
nations of JURY, Dr. Dietbock ond Ingonicur RHEINTALLER, who bogan to build 

up their sphoros of octivity, but had to deal, of coursc, with tno inost sorious 
opposition from thc Patrictic Circles. 


One ovening, I was called to SCHUSCHNIGG at tho Pstriotic Front. I 
suppose this took place on March 8, at ^ny rotc on ihe sone day he wont to 
Innsbruck to issue thero, on tho following doy, the plans for à poll to take 
place on March 13. SCHUSCHNIGG loid down nis plan to mo: t. hovo à vote taken 
by the Potriotic Front, thc thone of which approxim^tely concerned thc provi- 
sions of the First paragraph of thc Bund Constitution. He boggod me howcvor 
to kcep this secrct until noon thc noxt day. I promiscd him to do so, al- 
though this was contrary to tho tasks of &Z liaison many, but I kept my promniso, 
The plan w2s, in my eyos, for too surprising and 2ltogcthor too important to 
takc a stond immedistoly on it. I askod SCHUSCHNIGG whcthor his intcntion 
was irrevocable and, as I was told it was, l oxprossod tho most sorious cob- 
jections, for à poll vorkcd out in such a way should incvitobly be considcred 
as an insult by tho Notionol-Socialists.  SCHUSCHNIGG thon turnod ^ll his 
attontion to convcrsations with scvorol loadors of the Front, so thot I could 
only converse with ZZRNATTO, whom I told of ry gro^t preoecup^tions.  ZERNATTO 
was not vcry well -equointod with tho motter, ater on in the cvcning, I 
went to my offico, or to my lawyer chencellery, whore JURY came to me and 
oxplained me onew tho ploen of tho poll with all thc dctoils ho had loorned in 
thc "Front!, I toid him thot I could not soy ^nything bout it and thst hc 
should comc to seo mo tho following day at noon tiuc. Ono tho day aftor, I 
presume befcro tho visit of JURY, I wroto à letter to SCHUSCHNIGG 2nd perhaps 
&lso to ZERNATTO, in which I oxplaincd my position in the mottor of the poll 
plon, In doing so, I porhaps caused a cortain projudice agoinst the Rcich!s 
Nazis and against those of austria, but tho matter was so importont ond urgent] 
I declared thet such a pcll was not desorving of this name, for it did not 
rospect th. provisions laid down by tho Consitution and was neitàcr based upon 
tho systom of a public list of voters nor run in tho lawful ways, nct even 
being put under tho control of reliable public poll commissions. It was con- 
tomplated that all public officiais (State or tovn officials :nd employees) 
the personnel of the Railways, of the Post-Office, Telegraph, tramways, otc. 
end also private institutions of a certain importance (I t5ink those with more 
than 20 employees) were to participote in the voting, so that the elected 
people would just have tc be brought to a table where they hove to say only 
"Yos!" or "No,"  Froedom, secrecy end not even the right to vote were safe- 
guarded. Further, it was evident that no citizen of the Bund could vote "No", 
for he would have exposed himself to a violation of tho fundauontal laws and 
therefore to judiciary prosections. At last, thore was thon no possibility 
of expressing one!s own political views, and the political purpose of the 
poll was therefore quite obvious. I 5sxed for the postponement of tho voting 
and for the exocution of my own plan; in that way a later vote would be by no 
way equivocal and would meet general approval, tho National-Socialists being 
given the possibility of defonding their ideas by somno addition or by any other 
means, I handod over & copy of that lottor to JURY or to anothor Nazi Fuohrer, 
asking him to transmit it to KEPPLER or to HITLER. That lettor was written in 
& obliging form, which is my usual way, and furtner I hoped th t some ixeans of 
escepe could be found out of that situation. III II IM MI 
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In ease I did write to HITLER directly 21so, I cortainly sent &à copy to 
SCHUSCHNIGG or tc ZzRNATTO. I expressed my point of view verbolly in person 
or by phone to ZERNATTO and to SCHMID. Both cf them gave me hope and told 
me to wait for SCHUSCHNIGG!s rcturn. Even the Nazi Fuehrers secmed to be rather 
embarrassed, but they approvod of my device; at any rato I did not have tne 
impression of a '"radicalisation'" (Radikalisierung) but rathor of an "onubit- 
tering"; (Verbittornug).  ánd I was embittorod myself too. I,who always had 
aveiled myself of any opportunity to speak frankly, resontod a delusion from 
all these doings. They had no influconee upon my personal opprecietion of 
SCHUSCHNIGG but I turnod from 2 devoted collaborator to à rosorved politician. 
SCHUSCHNIGG camo back but I hordly succeeded in seeing him. Hoe and thc 
Patriotic Front were exceedingly busy 
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with the preparation cf the poll. In the evening of Merch 10, SCHMID eslled me 
up, 8&fter I had a eonverssticn with STRUBL coneerning the situ^ticn. The fcrmer 
informed me thet the political tensicn vos increesing even in the vcrkers! 
quarters & certein sgiteticn wss spreading cut, selthough it cculd nct be 
aScertained thet it wes due to 9 ecmmunistic scticn. He pcinted cut theot the 
Noaticnal-Soccialists were shcving discipline send cbeyed the pclice crders, 
Ccllisi:.ns hed taken plece ncvnere; he essured me tàst tne àustrion Fclice had 
en-ugh experience ^nà ability tc prevent the ecnfliets. I approved his meb^sures 
ond g»ve him my agreement to his plens, but I tcld him th^t I vculd be cbligzed 

tc resign et the first ccllisicn oeocurring betveen the Executive pcver snd the 
Neticnel-Scci-lists. He understccd this in the sense thot I intended tc do my 
utmcst tc evcid such cecliisicns, but tht I vwculd resign my functi.ns in the 
Security Department end lesve him 4 free-hand in the cther e&se. SCAVID declered 
tc me that he considered the situasticn tc be sericus, not frcm the Pclice point 
of viev, but pcliticelly. I sgreed. He asked me, vhether I dàd nct desire tc 

heve & ccnversaeticn with the Chzneelcr; I told him thet I wes evsiting this fcr 
Seversl days. SCHVID then cerrenge& & ecnference fcr me vitn SCHUSCHNIGG, which 

he ettended. I io not remember it ZEHN4TTO attended to it toc. I exploined ell 
my thcughts a&anà prcposels tco SCHUSCHNIGG; I fclà him everything I had le-zrned 

in the Reieh (vhich meant ne-rly notaing) aná with the austrian Neticnal- 
Socielists (which meont very little). SCHUSCHNIGG seemed obvicusly prececupied 
toc, but rether ecnfident in the fcorcign politicrzl situeticn. Later cn, I heprene 
to near incidentelly (nct frcm cfficial scurees), thet the Burgomeister cf 

ROME, Prince COLONN4, had been ir Vienne ond had enccureged SCHUSCHNIGG in his 
attitude. I suggested tc SCAUSCHNIGG tco publish my prcpcsals anád tc &£rrange the 
immediate &eppcintment cf scme Neticnal-Scciclists intc the Ministry; (I vas 
thinking cf DICKBOECK, althcugh he vas «only ^ technician, JURY, HRHEINTAALLERO 
Scme others intc tne prcvinciel Gcvernments (Lendesregierungen) etc. In that 

way I felt I wes able tc summcn the Neti-nel-Sccivlists, vita the suppcrt cf thei 
leeders, to vcte "Yes" ct the ccming pcll. SCHUSCHNIGG vculá heve had tc pcstpcne 
the vctes fcr the determinanticn cf the intended Dpcll, &ececcrding to my prcpcsals. 
SOHUSCHNIGG demcnstreted & certsin villingness fcr my prcpecsals ccncerning the 
admittance cf Nezis; he shcveáà mcre reserve sbcut the internoti- nol questicns. 
There he wanted tc ccntent himself vith 5 general decl-reti^on; he woes still mcre 
reserved vith the question cf authcrizing ^ Neti nol-S- cialistie ^cticn vithin 
the Frcnt. Thereupcn, I prcpcseá tc aim & bleck-brcvm ccaliticn; SCHUSCHNIOG 

left the questicn unansvered, elthcugh ve &11 vere "cn edge" ebcut it. It hod 
beecme late when I left the Offices cf the Bund Hcuse an& received the invitetion 
to ecme tc the Hotel Regina, vhere KLAUGNER vos with severtel Nozis. I errived at 
the Regina sbcut 12 c'Clcek; a áczen men vere gsthercd in a rcom, eamcng them 
Several frcm tne Bund's ccunties. Tacse vhc I knev were pfortisens cf KLAUSNER's 
teniency. The spirits vere hignly tensced vith exrectcticn. Fresent were KL4USNER, 
RAINER and GLOBOTSCHNIGG; I tclà KL;USNER cf my interviev vith SCHUSCHNIGG. He 
declared to me and the cthers tacet, acccrüing tc n ecmmuniecticn frcm Berlin,

by tho Ühicf o£ tho Stote. But the gcnor.l rosignatioa of tho Govcrnment was 
not clcarly exprossed, so thot * vr4cd, in iy well knovn redio-spcoch, tho 
ieintenanee of 5ood ordor.  Thcre-.v.r LIKLAS oromotod mo to Bund Chancollor; 
until thon, I had not ncvod a fing.r to attain tiat. Who cl;,o could have 
boon choson? I rcaon^. vod my talks with SCHMID end ZZRNATTC. It was now no- 
ecasary to build up tho cabir.t. l1 contactod my coilaborctors.  MIXLAS, 
SCHUSNIGG and othcr procent formor Ministers prescat bod rotired into tho sauall 
Council room, As I heard that some N^tionalists vith &^wastikas wore also 
going there, I ordercd thc evact-.io.. of tho roon ^nd placod sentries of the 
Bund Àrmy around tho room, I won. iu.o tho room mysoeif.  SCHUSCENIGG gave mo 
his support for my building up tt» r.. Ministry: ho saw tho list I hod mado, 
found it uscful and «dvised MIKLAS to accopt it. Hc did so, and tho taking 
of tho oath was set for tho noxt day. I invited &OHUSCHNIGG to take him hono 
in my car.  Thc streots woro congestod vith people; emotional oxplosion of 
the outsidors vas to be rockonod with; SCUHUSCFNIGG and ;ro diroctress of tho 
Ladies Soction of the Patriotic Front took a scat in tho 5ack of tho car. I 
took a secet iu front of thom in the ad itional seat of tho close coupe and 
sow thom safoly to thciz homo. I still took coro of £OHUSCHNICG later on, 
although I peii him no visits, for I had soon noticed that my intorvention: 
would havo becn obsorvod distrzustfully by somcone (HL:DRICH) of tho Securi*y 
Police. My collaborotor, Dr. WLiZR, visitod SCHUSCENIGG in my place.  Besidos 
GOERING also concorncd himsolf with tie reslization of his wedding intontions. 
On two occasions, I could also interfcre: oftcr tho affair of tho "Protoctor- 
ato," HITLER e^mo to Vionna,. Hc asked me obout SCHUSCHNIGG; I told him thct 
I saw no reasons for tho intcndod prosecution of SCHUSCHNIGG to tako place, 
for ho had only 7cted in conformity with zho cutics of his functions, though 
ho always was &àwkvzrd in his policy, his political attitude could not be & 
motivo for à prosccution,  HITL 3 then said ncthing. Shortly &fter BURCKEL 
made an unfricodly romark, tnat the prosccution against '";iy friend" SCHUSCH- 
NIGG should not teke place. Or Fobrsary lst, 1945, I was in Berlin for a re- 
port. I was w2iting in an ant.rooui »f the Fuehrcr!s bunkor,. Thon the Cnicf 
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of Socurity, DR. KALTENBRUNNER, cc s :» me and told me thet he had à proposal 
to make to the Fuehrer about SCHUSJHNiGG. The lattor was in Sachsonhauson, 
and the camp was to bo evacuatod. I told KALTENBRUNNER thct they ought to 
take SCHUSCHNIGG to Southern Geriany ond to let him in the camp, whonever 

tho *"moric^ns rcll over it, for SCHUSCH' IC? would never '.. somothing agains: 
Gormeny. KALTE.BRUNHER enswercd t..t ho would proposc this project to the 
Fuchrer, and t.il him th-t it was r.ae.  Às far as I hevc learnod, that is the 
way it happcnoed (1 that; night, H  X4LZR came by plane zo Vionna; ho was re- 
coivod by KA: 2 23RUNNE, whom I in :snded to assign to & post in tho Police, 
for he had sücwr hiasclf alvays voi; loyal to mc. 


On March 12, carly in the : rilu;, Il called HITLER over tho phone. I 

told him about the invasion by Goria^^ troops and expressod the opinion that it 
would bc botter to moke a kind of mu.1al and comuon 2ction ovt of this, even 
if this had but the cha^5ctor of à mc^o gesouro from tho pa:t of Austria, to 

omonstrate thst, from now on, tho Uormens of both States would be goin to- 
gethcr. HITLER &pprovod,  Thoroubpon, some &ustricn troops marched .3(9 sevoral 
German towns, "hen I nad & conv.-sation wiuh MIXLAS. I informod him of my tolk 
with HITIER and *toid Lim thzt tho lattor L.d bogged mo to come to LINZ; hoe 
wanted to drivo vhero this vory àzy,. in thot convorsetion, wo both were agrood 
that tho present situ:tion was :. tz-i.-itional ono, tho dofinite composition 
would, of course, docpend on HITLER's decision, Wo telked ebc.t tho possibility 
of tno approaching cons 4uonces for the Steto, onc we roconmc.idod the avoidance 
of taking non-oificial (illegs.) imcasurcs in fear of intornational difficul- 
tics. In tho aftornoon, I flow vith HIMMLER tc LINZ and drovco thon to moot 
HITISR.  HITL2R entorod LINZ in tho evening. I ncvor sew such an enthusiasm. 
Iho welcone was spoatanccus and c2 no orcecdonco. In my (wolcomc) speoch 
(Begruessung), I doclaroc that tho ar..cle 88 cof thc St-Geruoin Troaty was 
no longor binding. (1t prohibited tl Anschluss, 3nd wazs à public contradic- 
tion of tho Right of solf-dotornination proclainod by Prosidont W. Wilson as 
tho basis of futuro P:3cc. Ii was an injusticc ospocioally for àáustria). Tho 
prohibition of the Anschiuss was for & greet port rospoasible for tho ovonts 
in Central Eurone siaco 1918. I a!vwcys irsistcd openly .not this was an in- 
justico, as well whon I was Counci..or of Ststo enà liio: as Ministor in my 
spo;och broadcast in L.NZ. My pcsit on was: I saw in Avstria!s indepondenec 
and autonomy thc right for tho Ger ns to decióc whothec thoy desirod to bo 
incorporoted i.to tho Roich.  Afte^ tho manifestation, Hitler rctirod. He 
told me he would gc imnodivtoly to V:enna, to discuss the furthor Govolopnents; 
but ho iiado no allusions,. Tho uncni us, rcally ovorpoworing dononstrotions 
in all parts of àustria cnd in : 1 cl.ssos of tho populstion wcro mado wit 
tho motto: Onc people, One Reich, C.» Fuehror. I boliovo thot HITLER undor 
th^t influence docidocd vnat should bc done tno noxt day. I drove back in tho 
night from LINZ to VIEX'4 with the car, 


On March 13, c^rly in tho mc-ning STRUBL camo to mo and bogged mo to 
&ccopt his resi;n-tion and his quitting of activo Police sorvicos. I lot hin 
know that ho hac boen callod into my Xiniscory by mysolf, vith the approbation 
of tho Bund President, end tnat uo on/oyod my confidencc. Bosidos, I was 
considering STRULL as à quito lcycl cid elso woll oxpericnecd man. I told him 
thot I was not fond of losing my poc:loe, but STRUBL boggod insistontly that his 
wish bo satisficd; he p-intod out his rosolution was tho result of à convor- 
sot.on he had haod with HIMMIER. I suppose tnat HIAMLER would h»vo mado a 
roforenco to thc probazblo dcvolopmuents of tho cvonts, (but STRUBL did not say 
& word of this), ond the consoquereos hf could expoct fo» himsolf, for ho was 
the man the Nazis hatod most. I ;-in:d the impression that his own personal 
wolfare was at stako, 2nd that he :^d :o longer th. encrgy to rotain his func- 
tions, I grantod him his vwishcs. I 13s, l^tcr on, ofton urgod to stort in 
prosocutions against STRUBL or, at lcaest, to suppress his pension, which I 
rofusod. Thanks to my intorvontion witüi HIMMLER, thc only mcasure which was 
tokon was abatomont of 25 por cont, wnich was tho mildost mcasuro against ovt- 
spokon political oppononts.  Lator ^n, I onco m.t STRUBL ia Kasscl, no told ue 
th. t he was go*tting along wcll ond -as contontod.  Undor tho circunstanccs, 
tho succossor of STRUBL could bo no othor than KALTZNBRZJNNER. My proposal for 
his nominction vas accoptod by tho Lund prosident ond KALTENSRUNNER was sworn 
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in as St. Sch. for Sccurity. (On that occasion, I had & convorsstion with 
MIKLAS. Tho picture was still gotting eloaror to our eyos, and thoro would 
also bo statc-politicol consoequenecs. I think that it was thon thot MIKLAS 
doclarod that according to tho Constitution logal procodurc;s could bo followcd 
to attain tho goal and thot ho would not bo an obst2clo to thom. About noon 
St. Sch. STUCKART caro fron LINZ by plane. Ho was bringing a proposal for a 
roannoxation act of Austria to Gormany and tho Fuchrcr!s wish for à prompt 
cxocution of it. This was tho adoquote clarificotion of tho situation ond 
would have à favoroblo cffoct in tho intornotional point of viow.  RIBBENTROP, 
who was in London, h^d roportod thot tho situstion was lookod at enluly thoro 
and that any lawful decision would be &pprocietod. I think thot my Foroign 
Ministor, Dr. WOLFF, brought mo similar informction. I gathorod my available 
frionds and collaborators ond dispatched WOLFF to inform tho Bund Prosidont 
that I would como and roport to him os soon as possible. I must say thot we 
all had goinod tho conviction that tho high time for tno anschluss, our goal 
of long timos, had now come, Tho undenisblo onthusicsm among tho Austrien 
populetion at tho arrival of HITLER and of tho Goruan troops was & proof thzt 
the populetion had tho some thoughts.  Thore only roii2inod to ascortoin whothor 
the presont situotion would causo cbjoctions to serise against tho roolisotion. 
We saw tho m ttcr in this light: It was ovident that tho situstion would bring 
& close relationship and à deop oxeneange of influcneo betwoon Gornzany ^nd 
Austria. Now already lisison mon were coning stoadily from tho Contral Dopart- 
ments of Borlin who contactod tho austrian Ministrios and Officocs. Iti cor- 
t^inly seomed bcttor so, thcot tho Hcich toko formally tho full rosponsibility, 
as thoy woro at any rote expected to exert tncir full influonec.  Vory likely 
this would bring tho best rosults for austria. In fa&ct, our 600,000 unomployed 
workers found omployient in tho shortest timo.  À rejection would hove rosul- 
tod in à criticol situstion, ond I could not bring myscolf to it unloss I would 
have been porsonolly convinecd th^t thore would hovo boon oxtraordinary rce- 
sons c.g. à dengor to tho Reich znd tho denial of thc 'acconplishod facts!" 
would only hove brought about groctor difficulties instoad of prcvonting thom.

Tho intcrn^tional situction was good, thoro 
wore no throsts of conplic^tions nnd tho conditions for 4 dcvolopuont in law- 
ful ways cxistod.  ànyhow things hzd not developod as I h^d expoctod them to 
do; thoy could havo workod in an ossicr and moro noturol way, I doroscy by 

on autom^tic dcvolopmont, but thoro was no rcason which could hovo givon us 
the right, tho possibility or tho will to dcviseto frou tho rocslizotion of the 
dcopoest notionol desire of evory Gormon in áustris. I c-llod up a Council 

of lünistors, aftor having boon told by UOLFF thot tho Bund Prosident would 
make no difficulties sgainst thot rozlizotion; he was to rcturn to nis home 

in the meantime and should owait mo thcro. On my proposol, the assemblod 
Council of iinisters asscomblod in the moantime zdopted the proposal of the 
bill to which my law section had made some forna2l modific^tions. Tho votos 

on the 26th of àpril hod boen plannod alrcady in tho first draft, according 

| to the provisions of thé Constitütion of lay lst, 1934, any fundamental modi- 
fication to the Constitution could bo decided by the Council of .inistors 

with the apprcbotion of the Bund President. A voto or 2 confirm tion by the 
nation was in no ways provided for. In the cose whoero tho Bund Prosident 
would, for ony reason, cither hove resignod his functions or bo for scmo time 
impeded in fulfilling thom, his prcogctives wero to go ovor to tho Bund 
Chancellor. I went to tho Bund President witn Dr. WOLFF. The President told 
me that he did not know v;hethor this devclopmcnt would bc of wolfo^ro to tho 
áustrion Notion, but th-t ho did not wish to intorfcro ond proforrod to re- 
sign his functions, so tho^t oll rights would como, into my honds, 2ecording to . 
tho Constitution, Tho possibility cof my dismissal or rosignotion woro only

situ: tion. I shall muntion hcro that I no^pponod to hcar, lctor on, th^t it 
had also bcon thought, at th^t timc, of o lülitory Govzrnmont ond thot c 
Roichs Gorman was cvon considered boing ^ppointod chicf of tho Civil Aidmini- 
stration, This mon, in fact, presontod nimsolf to mo a fow d^ys lotor, to 
toll me thot ho did not sco now thc nocossity of his toking cvcr such func- 
tions, with which I ogrcod. He did not carry out any functions «ond h-rdly 
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made an appearance, Then there were sone letters exchanged between the Bund 
President and myself, confirming our conversation and his retirement.  There- 
after I drove to LINZ, where I arrived around midnight and reported to the 
Fuehrer the accomplishment of the Anschluss Law.  HiÍTLER was very much im- 
pressed by it; for a while he remzined quiet, then tears dropped from his 
eyes down his cheeks. He said tnen that ne was especially happy because his 
motherland had achieved her annexation to the Heich without any shedding of 
blood, St. Sch. STUCKART (?) and my Sch (?) of State Dr. VIMMER, were 
present. HITLZR added: "Yes, a good political action saves blood." I had 
the confiction that this idea has been the very basis of his actions and of 
his policy in the direction of the State. I begged him then to accept my 
retiring fron my functions, and my returning to my sollictor's duties, as 

the very tasks of my political wishes were now achieved, HITLER reserved his 
decision on this. The following morning was occupied vith tne reception of 
visitors from the Reich. The Fuehrer came to Vienna in the afternoon. Like 
in all villages and towns, there were huge crowds of people massed to cheer 
HITIER wildly. For several hours they filed by in front of the Hotol Impcrial. 
No official, technical discussions took plzce. On the l5th there was & great 
manifest-tion on the Holden-platz: there and in the Ringstrasse, over 500, 
O00 or 600,000 people were massed. Tho enthusiasm was undescriboble. I en- 
countcred the Fuecnrer at the Hotel; he askod mo who vas considered to make the 
speeches? s I told him tnat I intended to make & welcomo spoech to him, he 
asked me to show him the drafts of this spocech. 1 showed it to nim; its 
contonts are woll-known, thoy woro the truc expression of my personal feolings. 
HITLER declared himself satisficd, gave it back to me and spoke for somo time 
with the persons around him; I think thst they wore BHIMLER, FRICK, perhaps 
also LAWELRS and some others. Lator on, I was told th-t he had decided to see 
me appointed to the post of Reich - Stattasltor (Governor).  Às we were stan- 
ding on the speaker!s plctform, he let somobody announco: "Now tho Roich 
Statthalter for Austria vill speak lir. Scyss-Inquart.'" In tho afbcrnoon, 
after & parado of troops in Austrian cnd Gornuoan uniforms, the Fuhrer loft 
Vienna by plano. I w2s tho Chief of the Civil Administrotion. 


Then there wer. moro ond moro influcncos exortod from tho Hoich, ^nd 
BURCKEL steadily goincod moro powor. Ho gained hold of tho Party 2nd vith it 
tho wholo politics, togethor vith press, propag^nde, church end Youth maottors, 
etc. Later on he wis appointod Roich Cormissionor for tho Re-annox^tion. 

Il was not porsonally placed under his comncnd, but i was bound to his decisions 
in mattors of ro-ennexetion; things then went in tho following way: tho Ccn- 
tral Departments of tho Heich addrossod thomselvos to BURCKEL!s Staff, who in 
their turn, called the Austrion cherge d'affaircs (Referent) to thou. I nad 
to lead the currcnt Civil Administr-tion as a socondary Dopartmcnt, ond to 
adapt in order to yiold iore influence my methods after BURCKEL's. His deci- 
Sions did not rofiect technical ideas, but they based on politic:l viewpoints 
4S he understood thom, 211 according to the inpression he wanted to mako upon 
Berlin or Vienna. (On April 18, I explained my vicwpoint about th:t situation 
to tne Fuhrer, in tho presence of BURCKZL, end loid dovn the unfavorable re- 
sults of thesc methods; after c long discussior, HITLER agrced witn mo «nd 
said to BURCKEL: "If things go on so, the joy of the Austrian people for the 
Anschluss will sonn turn into weariness of tho Roich." But there wos little 
change loter on, howover, it bocame moro and moro difficult for re to 4pproach 
the Fuhrcr. Evidontly this was due to BURCKEL ond io HEIDRICH; notwith- 
standing, tho fact th-t tney were not good frionds to one onother. 


This "Gleichschaltung" (litt: sssimilation) did not worry mo in the long 
view; Il was sure that tho 5&enuine Austrian pcrticul.ritios «nd aualities 
would find thoir ploco aftor somo tiuc infact, although wortiinc w^s no 
propitious ti:uc for ^dministrativo innov-tions nany institutions worco built- 
up in tho wholc Gormon Roich based on Austria!s exemplo during the war; pre- 
viously, tho vory same Austrian institutions had bcon obrogaved in Austria 
ctc, ond roplacod by Roich!s metnods! Exeipless  Sociosl-insuranco ond cduco- 
tional m^tters. Of course, such transformztions would hovo boon aoro easily 
corriod out in pcaco-timc. I belicve that HITLER exprossod himsolf sincoroly 
whon he declarod ot Holdcon-Plotz, on lM^rch l5th, "Tnst tho roturn of Austria 
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to the mothor-n^tion would bo tho greatost roaliz^5tion of his lifotiinc" 
But cvidently he intondod to mcko stili grcotcr onos in the futurel 


The poll on 20 April showcd pro2ctically Austria's unoninity for tho 
Ànschiuss. It would be foolish and f2lse to assort thot this was not thc reol 
will of the Austrian poeoplo. There wcre enough noutrel observors in our 
country, who could prove the contrary. All srr engenonts made for the voting 
(processing, lists, commissions and votes) woro qui ibo within the limits 
the Constitution; the voting was freo »nd secret.  Thc connissions wore 
posed, not only of 'oid fightors'" but olso of Stoto ond Tovn Officials. 
BRUCKEL had given orders, on ápril l8th, —- st tho tinus when I was on my wc 
from Innsbruck to Graz-, that the Party should colloct tho rosults of the 
and rcport thom first to him. As I learned this on &pril l9th, I deaandod 
tho immoedicte canccll: tion of these ord.rs, for in the eycs of thc Fuhror I 
would refuso othorwise to bo rosponsiblo for the smooth, logal evolution 
of tho voting.  BURCKEL econcollod thoi, It is possible tnot some contcstod 
bulletins (Wehlzettoin) hove ocon interprotcd in favor of the llazis end of 
the Anschluss by tho chcek-commissionors, but this con only rcpresent 2 vory 
suall porcentagc, It is truo thot thoro w2s no officiel countcr-propagands 
and that our propagenda was overwhelring, Even the high iscclesiestics hod 
made & positive appeol. The Geruans of Austrie did not oxpress their vote 
as much out of Party political roflections £s out of their very heort'!s 

This desire will always prevoil. The annexotion of Austria has beon 
ognized by tho foreign Nations.  Thersforc, the ovonts of karch 1938 are 
inished and acknowledged mottor of f&ct. 


Before finishing, I wont to put aaew tno question, whcthcr onother solu- 


tion was possible in the situ.tion of Àustria? Xvon todoy, i conc to the 
LA 


conclusion that my personal plon would h^vc mot vith success, not as to its 
final goal, but in its mncthods and policies, if tho Austrion 2tote!s lcader- 


ship would heve thought of & solution in the sense of notional opposition. 
They &cted in thoir ovn responsibility. Wy removol had no ather recson,. For 
my own part, I always played with on open hond; SCHUSCHNIGG vias ccort^inly 
never doeceived by mo. Tho reasons why my dovices vore not Bdensted zrc bocausc 
tho Petriotic Front (whicn moant Austrizn Cl. ricslism) would not sec Austria 
going sido by side with a Germany under the hested Nozi leadership ond bring- 
ing hor help ond advontogos; 5ocauso HITLER did not wish to secure tho poli- 
tical existence of Austrion ÜOlericalisnu by giving his cconsont. Tho two 

above montioned consider-tions never worriod re, for I thought only cf the 
interests of 211 the Geruans, When the Anschluss was zchiovod, l felt vory 
thankful towards the Fuhrer., 


When I am considering how my ovn behavior at that tinc, I rccognize th^t 
my mind ond my actions wero aiways inspirod basically by my "all-Gorinan" 
fooling, whic x ought to havo led to à reasonabl. and p3ssionlcss policy, end 
eliminated a disputed question instead of crerting 2 new ono. and, of course, 
I did not like to coasco working bcfore my work was finishod, this is cosy to 
understand, The disszppointing experience I hod vhon 1 saw how the Western 
Powers dealt with this question showed mne that a grost energy w2s nccossary 
for such à task. I was convinced of the possibility of my plan being adopted, 
À lawful character was given to the final act. "as thoro not a desiro of 
"boing important"? Whocver is not, more or loss, aubitious?  Pcrhaps only 
he who was born to bo à porfoct vise man, or he who hos alroady gonc through 
& long ond bitter lifotimo of experionce. I was not born to bo 'wiso" and 
the ora of bitter experionee was not standing ochind me, but in front of mue, 
just as with evory Germon. I think I can say, st ony roto, thot a dosire 
of "being important" novor ovorwholmod my fecling of rcsponsibility,; 


That is how I havo described the ovents from July 1934 until Merch 
1938, as far &s I know them, I had to write thon from my memory, vwitnout 
the help of any documents or othor moons,. They may bo, tnoroforo, somowhot 
incomplete, but I wrote thom according to the best of my knovledge :nd

The Linz 
address was broadcast over the austrion r^»dio on 5.3.1928, 


Chancellor Schuschnigg theresftor r7-^7:50d to hold 5 plobiscito on 
Austrian independenco, I wrote à icoic7 $5 «.ucollor Schusehnigg and 
objected to the plobiscite bec^use tho wy in whici it was to be carried out 
would not allow the Austrian poople to express thoir real desires. 4 copy 
of iy letter to Chancollor Schusciiiigg I gave to tho Navionol Sociolist 
leaders according to the agrooment of 12.2.1938 which made ne liaison mon be- 
twoen tho austrian Govornment and the austrian National Socislists, rospoctivo- 
ly tho Reich. This copy was given to Hitlor in Borlin by Globotschnigg. I 
conferred with Chanceollor Schuschnigg cspocio»lly on 10.3 in tho oevoning, and 
we wero noor to roaching à solution for ovorcoming tho difficultics which had 
eriscn. (Thereupon i wont to tho Hotol "Rogina", whero I had bccn told Xlausncr

Rainer and Globotschnigg had a convers^tion in en 2^djoining room in which I 
did not take part, and the substznco of which I was not informed. Whon 
Klousner came in I wontod to advisc him of tho substancc of my convorsction 
with Chancellor Schuschnigg. Klausncr showsd littlo interost, ond informed mo 
that the Rcich hed rojected tho plebiscito ond thot I should roecivo on the 
morrow à lcttor fron Hitlor which would infori mo moro excctly of the situa- 
tion.

It contoinod rcjection 
of thc plobiscito sand doinndod its postponcment ond a modifiod procoduroc.

my conferonce with the Chancellor.  Furthor, Hitlor g^vec oxprossion to his 
bolicf th-st thcre would bo disturb^nees in austria if Dr. Schuschnigg did not 
rclont, snd thot tho Rcich w^s prop rod to com: to tho holp of nustria if

Order of the Reich Commissiorer.for the Occupied Netherlands Territories 
concerning the Exercise of Governmental Authority in the Netherlands, 
May 29, 19A0 


By virtue of Section 5 of the decree of the Führer concerning the 
exercise of govornzmental authority; in the Netherlands of May 18, 1910 
(RGBl., I, p. 778), I hereby issue the following order, vhich shall re- 
main in force for the duration of the occupation of the Netherlands 
territories by the German armed forces. 


SECTION l. (1) To extent required for the fulfillment of his 
duties, tne Reich Commissioner for the occupied Netherlands territories 
assumes all pover, nrivileges, ond rights heretofore vested in the King 
and the government in accordance with the Constitution and the laws 
of the Netherlands. 


(2) Should the interests of the Oreater German Reich or the safe- 
guarding of public order or life in the Netnerlonds so require, the 
Reich Commissioner may take appropriate measures, including the is- 
suance of general orders.  Trese orders of the Reich Commissioner 
shall have the force of laws. 


SECTION 2. (1) The Netherlands law heretoforc in force shall 
rer&in in force in so far as it is compatible with the occupation and 
not contrary to the provisions of the decree of the Führer concerning 
the exercise of govornzerbal functions in the Netherlands. The 
general orders of tne Comunander in Chief of the Army issued for the 
occupied Netherlands territories shall remain in force until further 
notice. 


(2) A11 rules and regulations shall be submitted to the Reich 
Commissioner before publication. Publication shall not t^ke place if 
the Heich Comissioner so requests. 


(3) The Reich Commissionor hereby roservos the right of delegating 
the power vested in him by virtuc of subsection 2 to the German author- 
ities which are subject to his orders. 


SECTION 3. (1) The Reich Commissioner vill enforce his orders 
through the Netherlands authorities unless the Gormon authorities 
which arc subject to this ordor take direct action themselves. 


(2) The Secretaries General of the lletherlonds ministries shall, 
within their respective jurisdictions, be responsible to the Reich 
Commissioner for the orderly supervision and administration of of- 
ficial business.  Thoy may, in compliance with subsections 2 and 3 of 
Section 2, issue rules and regulations implementing Netherlands 
statutes and orders of the Reich Commissioner. 


SECTION 4. (1) The Reich Commissioncr vill exercise his authority 
through general commissioners, vho will opcrate as members of his staff.

Ho will also appoint special commissioners for 
specified areas or purposes as the need may arisc, 


SECTION 5. (1) The maintenance of public peace, safety, and order 
shall be entrusted to the Netherlands police force unless the Reich 
Commissioner calls on German S.S. or police forces for the enforcement 
of his orders.
